mighty God, to obey His will, to be grateful for His benefits, and humbly to 
implore His protection and favor; and Whereas, both Houses of Congress have, 
by their joint committee, requested me “to recommend to the people of the United 
States a day of public thanksgiving and prayer, to be observed by acknowledging 
with grateful hearts the many and signal favors of Almighty God, especially by 
affording them an opportunity peaceably to establish a form of government for 
their safety and happiness”: 


Now, therefore, I do recommend and assign Thursday, the 26th day of 
November next, to be devoted by the people of these States to the service of that 
great and glorious Being who is the beneficent author of the good that was, that 
is, or that will be; that we may then all unite in rendering unto Him our sincere 
and humble thanks for His kind care and protection of the people of this 
Country .... to protect and guide all sovereigns and nations and to bless them 
with good governments, peace, and concord; to promote the knowledge and prac- 
tise of true religion and virtue, and the increase of science among them and us; 
and, generally, to grant unto all mankind such a degree of temporal prosperity as 
He alone knows to be best.

The Massachusetts Bay Colony ob- 
served the custom for the first time in 
the year 1630. Connecticut made it an 
annual event, starting with 1639. Other 
early groups adopted the same policy. 


Through a_ special proclamation, 


President Washington designated 
Thursday, November 26, 1789 as a day 
when all the people should prostrate 
themselves before God in humility and 
prayer. This is generally accepted as 
the first official Thanksgiving Day. 


By 1858 similar proclamations were 
being issued, on different dates, by 
practically all the Governors of the 
States and Territories. 


Abraham Lincoln appointed the last 
Thursday of November 1864, and each 
os has since followed his exam- 
ple. 


Because of the present state of af- 
fairs existing throughout the world, 
Thanksgiving should mean more to the 
United States this year, 1936, than at 
any previous time since George Wash- 
ington issued the first proclamation. 
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“Remove not.the ancient lendmath, which thy fathers have set.” 
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France In Prophecy 


PROVISION is made for France 
‘ in the prophecies of the end- 
ime. 


Being situated within the territory of 
old Rome, there can be no question but 
what it will be a part of the revived 
Empire anticipated in the prophetic 
Scriptures. 


This means that the French people 
are destined to come under the jurisdic- 
tion of Antichrist, the great Caesar of 
the age-erd. 


Horns and Toes 


Two succinct passages from the book 
of Daniel bear directly upon the resur- 
rection of the Roman Empire: 


(1) “The image’s head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of silver, 
his belly and his thighs of brass. His 
legs of iron, his feet part of iron and 
part of clay. ” 


In these few words, Daniel traced the 
history of the rise and fall of the great 
world empires between his day and the 
time when a theocracy will be set up, 
under the personal supervision of Jesus 
Christ. 


The head was Babylon; breast, Medo- 
Persia; thighs, Greece; legs, Rome; 
feet, revived Rome. 


(2) “After this I saw in the night 
visions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong ex- 
ceedingly; and it had great iron teeth: 
it devoured and brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with the feet of 
it: and it was diverse from all the 
beasts that were before it; and it had 
ten horns.” 


This word-picture of a hideous mon- 
strosity was also written to portray 
the Roman Empire. 


The ten horns of the head of the 
ferocious animal are identical with the 
ten toes of the image. Both point to 
that period of the world’s history which 
we are now entering—the time when 
the Roman beast will come back to life. 


We need only to read the daily news- 
papers and contemplate Mussolini’s 
ambition of becoming Europe’s modern 
Caesar, to realize that Daniel’s prophe- 
cy is in process of fulfillment before 
our eyes. 


Every new development from day to 
day, every political change in the Euro-

pean situation, is working toward the 
same end, namely the final reincarna- 
tion of the Roman beast-spirit among 
the governments of the continent. 


When the drama reaches its climax, 
the entire area ruled by ancient Rome 
will be divided into ten divisions. 


France will be one of the ten toes! 
France will be one of the ten horns! 


Referring to the Antichrist, who 
will then govern the restored Empire, 
Daniel said: 


“T considered the horns, and, behold, 
there came up among them another 
little horn... and, behold, in this horn 
were eyes like the eyes of man, and 
a mouth speaking great things.” 


World War Predicted 


Rev. Michael Baxter, the great Eng- 
lish writer on prophetic subjects, said 
in the first of his “Forty Prophetic 
Wonders”: 


“This astounding geographical 
change of the existing twenty-two king- 
doms or states within the territory of 
Caesar’s original Roman Empire into 
Daniel’s Ten Allied Kingdoms cannot 
be produced without extraordinary rev- 
olutions and wars. The very occur- 
ence, therefore, probably between 1906 
and 1919, of these great changes in the 
boundaries of nearly all the nations of 
Europe, will itself be a most notable 
sign.” 

Remember, these words were written 
in the year 1866. Mr. Baxter designated 
1919 as the latest date when a violent 
upheaval would shake the foundations 
of Europe and revise the entire map 
of the continent. Confirming his pro- 
phecy, the World War ended late in the 
year 1918. 


In other words, he anticipated many 
developments of the European struggle 
by more than sixty years. 


To buttress his prognostications, Mr. 
Baxter continued: “Our Lord’s great 
prophetic discourse upon the Mount of 
Olives a few days before His crucifix- 
ion, in reply to His disciples’ question, 
‘What shall be the sign of thy coming 
and the end of the world?’ predicts, as 
preliminary signs of the end, ‘wars and 
rumours of wars, for nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom: and there shall be famines, 
and pestilences, and earthquakes, in 
divers places. These are the beginnings 


of sorrows’. 


“The term ‘end of the world’ in this 
discourse signifies ‘end of the age or 
dispensation’, and not the material, 
physical earth, for the Greek word here 
translated world is aioon (age), and not 
gee or kosmos (earth.) 

“This prophecy indicates that wars, 
rumours of wars, famines, pestilences, 
and earthquakes are,to occur during 
the few years preceding the crisis of 
the end with unwonted frequency, and 
in so unusual a degree as to become a 
distinctly noticeable sign, attracting 
general attention. 


“We must expect that, as the end ap- 
proaches, wars will increase, and the 
state of society will more and more 
resemble what it was in the days of 
Noah and Lot, when extreme wicked- 
ness abounded, and the ‘earth was cor- 
rupt before God, and the earth was 
filled with violence’, and the testimony 
of Noah, the preacher of righteousness, 
like that of Lot, was generally disbe- 
lieved.” 


A Prophecy Regarding France 


In the third “Wonder” of his book, 
Mr. Baxter gave specific details 
regarding the future of the French na- 
tion. He said: 


“France will push her frontier to the 
Rhine.” 


We witnessed the fulfillment of this 
prediction at the close of the World 
War when Alsace-Lorraine came back 
to France. 


This narrow strip of territory has 
been the cockpit of many struggles 
between France and Germany. Geo- 
graphically, it was a part of the old 
Roman Empire. 

Germany, on the other hand, was 
not a part of Rome in the days of the 
Caesars. Therefore, in the coming 
alignment, the Germans will ultimately 
associate themselves with the nations 
of the east. 


When Bismarck struck France in 
1870, he crossed the Rhine and annexed 
Alsace and Lorraine to Germany. This 
violated prophecy for the reason just 
given, namely that Germany was not a 
part of the ancient Empire. 


In the year 1880, Baxter published a 
new edition of the book he had written 
fourteen years earlier. Facing the

stubborn fact that the Germans had 
reached across the Rhine, he stood his 
ground with the following declaration: 





“The Franco-Prussian war of 1870 
seemed of course to contradict these ex- 
pectations, as France was defeated by 
Prussia and had to surrender to Prus- 
sia both Alsace and Lorraine. Never- 
theless, France before long will reverse 
that defeat and regain these provinc- 
es.’ 

That defeat was reversed by the 
World War! The borders of France 
were again extended to the Rhine and, 


.to this degree, the boundary line of the 


old Roman Empire was carved. 


On January 8, 1918, Woodrow Wilson . 
delivered a dramatic address before 
Congress in which he enunciated his 
famous “Fourteen Points” as a basis 
for bringing the war in Europe to an 
early close. 


After emphasizing America’s un- 
selfish and altruistic attitude in be- 
coming a party to the struggle, he 
listed his fourteen propositions one by 
one, while the world waited in breath- 
less suspense. When he came to the 
eighth point, he touched Europe’s eter- 
nal sore spot. Here is what he said: 


“VIII. All French territory should be 
freed and the invaded portions restor- 
ed; and the wrong done to France by 
Prussia in 1871 in the matter of Alsace- 
Lorraine, which has unsettled the 
peace of the world for nearly fiftyy 
years, should be righted, in order that ‘ 
peace may once more be made secure in 
the interest of all.” 


In making this demand that France 
be allowed to extend her borders to the 
Rhine, thus rebuilding the broken 
boundary of ancient Rome, little did 
America’s war-time President know 
that he was moving in exact accord 
with those prophecies which deal with 
the nations of Europe! 


Mr. Baxter explained further: 
“France will swallow up within her 
enlarged boundaries Belgium, part of 
Holland, Rhenish Prussia west of the 
Rhine, Luxemberg, Switzerland and 
such parts of Baden, Wurtemburg, 
and the lower part of Bavaria as may 
not be united to Austria. 


“It is difficult to see how these 
events can happen except by a great 
victorious war of France against Ger- 
many, or else by tremendous revolu- 
tions in Germany, leading to the sur- 
render of these countries to France. 


“Moreover there must be a moving 
cause for France and the rest of the 
ten kingdoms inside the Roman Empire 
allying themselves together in a con- 
federacy. Must not their alliance be 
for mutual protection against a com- 
mon foe? And that foe must neces- 
sarily be in the main some powerful 
neighboring nation outside the Roman 
Empire, like Prussia and the North Ger- 
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man States or Russia. The most probable 
causes leading to the ten-kingdomed 
confederacy will therefore be a gigantic 
conflict between France and Germany, 
or a great war in connection with the 
Eastern Question.” 


Thus, with an uncanny degree of 
accuracy, Baxter prophecied the world 
conflict which finally started in 1914. 
And let us remember that he said it 
would come to an end before 1919. 


Introducing Nostradamus 


A man of extraordinary spiritual 
insight and prophetic intelligence lived 
in France during the first half of the 
sixteenth century. 


Whether he was animated by the 
Holy Spirit or by a demon spirit, all 
students of the man and his prophecies 
agree that he wrote the history of his 
Country in advance. 


His name was Michel Nostradamus. 
He was born December 13, 1503 and 
died July 2, 1566. He was _ beyond 
doubt the most famous man of his day. 


Kings ,ané queens; Fulers and poten- 
tates, in fact leaders in every walk of 
life, sat at his feet. AH Europe read 
his prophecies and witnessed their ful- 
fillment in the lives of men and nations. 


Nostradamus was a Jew, but he was 
also a Christian. 
his conversion to Christianity was 
sineere-and genuine. He lived an ex- 
emplary and unselfish life, before~his 
fellowmen, 


In the year 1555 he published a 
series of rhymed prophecies, under~-the 
title‘Centuries”, 'Fhis book predicted 
many things that took place before his 
death, some things that have since 
occurred, and still other things that 
are yet to come to pass.) +“ 


Nostradamus was to a great extent 
indebted to his grandfathers for the 
wisdom which he possessed. When he 
was yet a small boy, they began tutor- 
ing him, in what was at that time 
called, the “celestial sciences”. These 
studies included mathematics, ‘astrono- 
my, astrology, geometry and medicine. 


Both grandfathers were~physicians, 
astrologers and-Kobelists:They occu- 
pied positions in the court of the king 
and were consulted by offi- 
cials of the government. They pro- 
fessed to get their superior knowledge 
from the stars.

After the deaths of the two old men 
young Michel embraced Christianity 
and began devoting his time to curing 
those who were suffering from the 
black plague++a loathsome disease 
which was taking the lives of thousands. 


Becoming easily the most successful 
living physician, at the age of twenty- 
six, his fame soon spread o 
Europe. Laterg he also became known 
as one who possessed “the gift of pro- 
phecy”. 


Burned—Mysterieus- Books 

Nostradamus was a wanderer most of 
his life. Traveling on the back of a 
mule, he went from place to place, as- 
tonishing everyone he met, In-ealtthe 
world there was~not another man like 
him. 

The people said he knew a “secret 
science” which enabled him “to peer 
into the future”. 


He claimed to be“a member of the 
Hebrew tribe of Issachar. 


One writer says: “From far and near 
many rich and notable persons came to 
Salon (where he lived late in life) to 
consult Doctor Nostradamus. The 
quiet town soon owed not a little of its 
prosperity to the numerous visitors 
coming to seek out its most remarkable 
citizen—so remarkable, that his rivals, 
other physicians, stigmatized him as a 
sorcerer. And that the accusation was 
not without some color was born out by 
the savant’s form of living in the top 
story of his comfortable house, where 
he passed his days among great tomes 
in many tongues and certain strange 
instruments, such as astrolabes, magic 
mirrors, alembics, the philosopher’s 
egg, a divining wand and other objects 
which the Catholic Church frowned 
upon. 


“Yet he was a devout Catholic, a 
regular communicant and the friend of 
cardinals and popes. For aside from 
astrological calculation, as Nostrada- 
mus explained to his only pupil and 
biographer, Jean Aymes de Chavigny, 
one must be inspired by the prophetic 
spirit, ‘which is the gift of Providence’. 
In brief, he was endowed, as one in- 
vestigator puts it, with an especial 
gift, a sixth sense, in his case, heredi- 
tary and innate.” 


Prior to the death of his grandpar- 
ents, they bequeathed to Nostradamus

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certain ancient and secret books which 
the Hebrews were said to have brought 
out of Egypt at the time of the exo- 
dus. According to tradition, these doc- 
uments had been transmitted for cen- 
turies from father to son, always with- 
in the tribe of Issachar. 


Moura and Louvet, the most recent 
biographers of Nostradamus, ask what 
the Children of Israel took from the 
Egyptians besides gold and silver, at 
the time of their hurried departuref 
Then these writers undertake to answer 
the question by saying: 


“They could not have failed to possess 
themselves of all possible documents 
from the initiation chambers of the 
Egyptian temples, all the geometric, 
cosmographic and algebraic formulae 
subsequently used in the Torah and in 
the construction of the Temple of Solo- 
mon. Then, one day, the Romans de- 
stroyed the Temple of Jerusalem. The 
Jews were dispersed. Before the Tem- 
ple was demolished, however, the docu- 
ments had disappeared. When the Holy 
of Holies was entered, it was empty.” 


Nostradamus says he committed the 
contents of certain ancient Egyptian 
and Persian books to memory, after 
which he burned them. He described 
these writings as being “volumes which 
had been hidden during long centuries.” 


His biographers insist that he explor- 
ed the law of gravitation prior to New- 
tony and anticipated many other scien- 
tific discoveries which did not come to 
light until centuries later. 


Ambiguous Language 


Nostradamus used involved language 
to clothe his prophecies. es 


In the first place, he dealt with so 
many subjects that had to do with cur- 
rent affairs of his generation, that it 
would not have been safe to state his 
findings in plain language. + 


To have done soy would have repeat- 
edly-exposed him to the charge of trea- 
SOR. 


In spite of the ambiguous terms in 
which his prophecies were couched, he 
was frequently despised when adverse 
conditions, that he had _ prophecied, 


would come to pass. On such occasions, 


his life was often threatened. 

They blamed him for the fulfillment 
of his prophecies? . 
_ Therefore, in dedicating his “Centu- 
ries” to King Henry II, we find him 
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saying “that the danger of the times, 
O Most Serene Majesty, requires that 
such hidden events be not manifested 
save by enigmatic speech; ... did I 
so desire, I could fix the time for every 
quatrain,... but that it might to some 
be disagreeable.” 


Thus in announcing to the coming of 
Napoleon, we find him saying: “Of the 
name that a French King never was; 
There was never a lightning so much 
feared; Italy shall tremble, Spain and 
the English; He shall be much taken 
by women strangers.” 


Seventy-five years in advance, Nos- 
tradamus announced the coming of 
Pope Innocent X as follows: “When In- 
nocent shall hold the place of Peter; 
The Sicilian Nizaram shall see him- 
self; In great honors, but after that 
shall fall; Into the dirt of civil war.” 


Here is the interpretation of this bit 
of prose: A man named Innocent be- 
came the Catholic Pope three quarters 
of a century later; this Pope was born 
in Sicily; he attained great honors; he 
went down through the civil war of the 
Fronde. 


One day while wandering threvgh 
Italy, Nostradamus came upon a small 
boy, wearing dirty garmentsy in a lit- 
tle village. Dismounting from his beast, 
the strange prophet knelt in front of 
the child to pay him homage. 


The ridiculousness of the sight puz- 
zled and amused the scholars who were 
traveling with him. “Why this act of 
honor and preferment to this humble 
urchin?” they asked. 


Nostradamus replied: “Because I 
must bow and kneel before his holi- 
ness.” Growing to manhood, that boy 
tecame first the Cardinal of Montalto 
and later Pope Sixtus V. 


Other Prophecies 


King Henry II occupied the throne 
of France during a part of Nostrada- 
mus’ life time. The tragic death of 
this ruler was described in a verse of 
“Centuries” by use of the follow- 
ing metaphor: 

“The young lion will conquer the old 
one upon the field of combat. He will 
pierce his eyes in a golden cage, who 
will then die a dreadful death.” 


A-noted interpreter of these prophe- 
cies explains this mysterious passage 
as follows: 


“In July 1559, King Henry celebrat- 
ed the marriage of his sister Margaret 
of France to the Duke of Savoy, and as 
part of the festivities held a magnifi- 
cent tournament. Henry, no mean pro- 
tagonist in combat, graciously invited 
one of his guests, the young Earl of 
Montgomery, of the Scots Guard, to 
cross lances with him in the tourney. 
The young north Briton modestly de- 
clined this too great and too dangerous 
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honor. The King, however, insisted and 
in the heat of the tilting the Earl’s 
lance pierced the golden visor of his op- 
ponent’s helmet, entered his right eye, 
and Henry II died soon thereafter a 
horribly painful death.” 


Several predictions dealing with Eng- 
land’s future are to be found in “Cent- 
uries”. This one is particularly striking: 
“The great empire of England; Will be 
all powerful for more than three cent- 
uries; Great armies, or great wealth, 
will traverse land and sea; The Portu- 
guese will not rejoice thereat.” 


When this prophecy was _ penned, 
England was a, comparatively small 
power among the nations of Europe. 
There was at that timey no visible 
means for its fulfillment. Butyin 1588, 
more than a score of years after the 
death of Nostradamusy the English 
dashed the Spanish Armada to pieces. 
Thereupon, the nation began expanding 
in all directions. The Portuguese, and 
Spaniards, did not rejoice at this de- 
velopment. It meant, for one thingy the 
a of Portuguese control over 
ndia. 


The French revolution was clearly 
foretold in the writings of Nostrada- 
mus. 

“Centuries” Number 9, Sections 20 
and 34,,describe/'the attempt of King 
Louis XVI and his queen to escape ac- 
ross the border at Varennes; their cap- 
ture and return to Paris; the mass de- 
monstration of the Jaccbin rioters on 
June 20, 1792; the placing of the red 
cap of the Jacobins on the King’s head 
in mockery: the final assassination of 
Louis, and the destruction of his throne. 


Another astounding prophecy regard- 
ing the French Revolution was made by 
a Christian leader named Beauregard, 
fourteen years before the storm broke. 
Standing in Notre Dame Cathedral of 
Paris, and closing his eyes as though 
seeing a vision, he uttered the follow- 
ing prophetic words: 


“Yes, Lord, Thy temple will be plun- 
dered and devastated, Thy festivals 
will be abolished, Thy name blasphem- 
ed, Thy service proscribed. But what 
do I hear, great God, what do I see? 
Instead of hymns in Thy praise, O 
Lord, with which this sacred roof re- 
sounded, profane licentious songs are 
sung. And you, infamous goddess of 
paganism, abandoned Venus, you have 
the audacity to enter here, to usurp the 
place of the living God, seat thyself 
on the throne of the Holiest of the 
Holy, and receive the blasphemous idol- 
atry of thy true worshippers!” 


Beauregard, like all other citizens of 
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France, was in position to know that 
a revolution was coming. But a know- 
ledge of such amazing details as he 
described, could have been possible only 
through special, spiritual illumination. 


Everything that he outlined in ad- 
vance actually took place, including the 
worship of the Goddess of Reason, in 
Notre Dame. Beauregard could have 
known that a catastrophe was ap- 
proaching, but through human wisdom 
alone he could not have known that 
the famous Cathedral would be profan- 
ed by the presence of a sensual woman 
who would be worshipped. 


Flames Over Paris 


“Centuries” Number 10, Section 72, 
announced that the city of Paris was des- 
tined to be bathed in flame at a time 
far distant from the date when Nos- 
tradamus lived. It says that “a ter- 
rible king or leader will assault and 
invade Paris ‘du ciel’ — from the sky.” 


The writer could hardly have been 
expected to know about modern air 
raidsy except by supernatural revela- 
tion. And yet, we find him insisting 
that the city of Paris is to be practic- 
ally wiped out by fire “FROM THE 
SKY’. pete” 


_ Two quotations will suffice: “A driv- 
ing great flame will leap and scatter 
everywhere”; “Then they will be un- 
able to extinguish the great flame.” 


An authority who has made a careful 
study of a wide range of prophetic sub- 
jects,,says in a new book j publish- 
ed: “No less than thirty-five prophe- 
cies concerning the destruction of Paris 
have been catalogued and all of these 
are unanimous in giving conflagration, 
in the course of a war, as the cause.” 


The advent of the airplane has re- 
volutionized strategy in future warfare. 
The Independent Journal of Columbia 
University reeently published an article 
designed to prove that fire, not gas, 
will be the obliterating agent of the 
next war.” tht 


We--are..told that the real danger/ 


for large cities, will be conflagration 
caused by incendiary bombs. The 
French claim that when the World War 
ended, it was discovered that the next 
attack of the Germans was to have been 
the raining of waves of flame upon 
both Paris and London. 


An examination of the bombs that 
were ready for use showed that they 
only weighed a little more than two 
pounds, and contained thermite which 
would ignite upon striking, and produce 
a small but intensely hot blaze. 


These bombs, found stored in German 
ammunition depots, in enormous quan- 
tities, were not ready for distribution 
until late in August 1918, but by that 
time the situation had become so hope- 
less that the high command decided 
not to use them. 

They believed that peace terms would 
be made more difficult if the two capi- 
tals were left in ruins. 

This is the story told by the journal 
of Columbia University. 
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Considering the tons of gas required 
to produce lethal concentrations, the 
small size of incendiary bombs would 
appear ridiculous. However, each 
small bomb holds great devastating 
possibilities because fire propagates, 
whereas gas dissipates. 


It is this difference which makes 
the incendiary bomb far more danger- 
ous to a large city than gas bombs. 


The thermite in such bombs contains 
a mixture of iron ore and powdered 
aluminum. Upon heating this mixture, 
there is produced a violent noiseless 
reaction which causes the iron to flow 
out as an incandescent liquid, at a tem- 
perature of about 5400 degrees F. This 
is hotter than molten metal from a 
blast furnace. 

Such small bombs are expected to 
be of particular value in airplane raid- 
ing because they do not have to be aim- 
ed, but may be scattered over the gen- 
eral area attacked. 


It is estimated if only ten two-ton 
planes broke through defense lines and 
only one effective hit was made in a 
city, out of one hundred bombs, no less 
than two hundred fires would be start- 
ed in a few minutes at widely separated 
points. 

What two hundred simultaneous fires 
would mean may be illustrated by con- 
sidering one single New York fire 
which occurred in 1932. Despite the 
fact that the best trained fire depart- 
ment in the world fought this fire, it 
could not be confined to the Cunard 
pier. 

Firemen maintain that the first five 
minutes, are worth the next five hours, 
in a fire. 

The silence with which thermite 
bombs do their deadly work constitutes 
an added danger. Fire burns silent- 
ly. 

The nations of Europe are all prepar- 
ing for “fire raids” in the next war. 
The prophecy of Nostradamus, about 
fire being rained upon Paris, was mean- 
ingless in his day. But now it is un- 
derstandable. 


Such a tragedy is a decided proba- 
bility, in bringing about the realign- 
ment of nations required, in paving the 
way for the coming of Antichrist. 


Early Change Expected 


It is the concensus of best opinion 
that France is now on the verge of 
another revolution. There have been 
ominous developments since Leon 
Blum’s Communist regime came into 
power. 


For some reason France has always 
been the center from which secret plot- 
ters have worked in carrying out their 
program of destructionism. Paris has 
been, for centuries, the main base 
of these international operations. 


Only last month, Blum stood before 
the League of Nations Assembly at 
Geneva and praised the French Revo- 
lution. He virtually admitted that it 
was his purpose to help carry out a 
similar program, on a world-wide scale, 
for our day and generation. 


He said: “The principles evolved by 
the French Revolution of 1789 have 
spread over the entire world.” 


It is a well known fact that the Rus- 
sian Revolution began eighteen years 
ago where the French Revolution ended! 
Both catastrophes resulted from the 
sinister efforts of the same age-old, 
self-propagating, cecult, secret order. 


At this pcint, I shall quote from a 
document of great importance, issued 
by the last session of Congress. This 
comprises part of a report submitted to 
the government by Mr. George E. Sul- 
livan, a Christian lawyer of Washing- 
ton, D. G.: 

“So-called modern Communism is ap- 
parently the same hypocritical and 
deadly world conspiracy to destroy ci- 
vilization that was founded by the sec- 
ret order of the Illuminati in Bavaria 
on May 1, 1776, and that raised its 
hoary head in our original Colcnies 
here at critical periods before the adop- 
tion of our Federal Constitution. 


“The world revolution conspiracy ap- 
pears to have been so well organized 
as to be ever continuing, and ever on 
the alert to take advantage of every 
opportunity presenting itself or that 
the conspirators could create. It is sig- 
nificant, in this connection, that as 
early as 1783, when unsettled conditions 
and dissatisfaction in some quarters had 
arisen in the American Colonies, a sub-

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versive anonymous summons was cir- 
culated among the Colonial Army to in- 
cite dissatisfaction and rebellion. 
George Washington immediately called 
the Army together and in addressing 
them, used this significant language: 


““My God, what can this writer have 
in view by recommending such meas- 
ures. Can he be a friend to the army? 
Can he be a friend of this country? 
Rather is he not an insidious foe; some 
emissary, perhaps, from New York, 
plotting the ruin of both, by sowing the 
seeds of discord and separation between 
the civil and military powers of the 
continent? And what a compliment does 
he pay to our understanding, when he 
recommends measures, in either alter- 
native, impracticable in their nature! 


“It is plain that Washington believed 
the then center of this secret conspira- 
cy, so far as this country was concern- 
ed, to be located in New York, and felt 
it to be his duty to make such direct 
allusion. Whether the center of such 
conspiracy, so far as this country is 
concerned, has continued to use New 
York as its base up to the present time, 
it is very apparent that in recent times 
New York has held, and is now holding, 
the center of the stage for Communistic 
activities in this country. In fact, most 
of the present-day literature in favor 
of Communism appears to emanate 
from New York, the place of publica- 
tion of the Daily Worker, which paper 
describes its*lf as the ‘central organ 
Cemmunist Party, United States of 
America.’ 


“The recognition of May 1, 1776, as 
the founding date of this world revclu- 
tion conspiracy is not difficult to un- 
derstand, when it is realized that May 
Day is frequently celebrated, even in 
recent times, by rioting and bloodshed 
on a world-wide scale. 


“It was not until 1847 or 1848, that 
the Communist conspirators, who had 
theretofore operated in secret, came out 
in the open with the Manifesto of the 
Communist Party, by Karl Marx and 
Friedrich Engels, boldly proclaiming 
against practically everything upon 
which civilization is based—God, reli- 
gion, the family, individual liberty, and 
so forth.... 


“The Communist conspirators there- 
upon conceived the plan, for the future, 
of supplementing the long-established 
secret conspiracy, in existence since 
May 1, 1776, with an unremitting pub- 
lic campaign for victims among the ig- 
norant in all nations. And, in an at- 
tempt to hide from view the underlying 
hypocritical conspiracy existing since 
May 1, 1776, it was decided that, in 
such public campaign, the manifesto of 
1848 should be heralded as the founding 
date of communism, and Karl Marx 
falsely proclaimed as its author.” 


The European base of the Illuminati 
was Paris. It was there that the un- 
derground plot was started which has 
since swept the world. 


Modern Jacobinism 


Thus we discover that the roots of 
Communism reach far back, into the 
occult lodge rooms of the old Illuminati. 


Beginning in France, these subver- 
sive influences have now circled the 


globe. Therefore, it is not surprising 
to find the present French government, 
under Blum, being directed from Mos- 
cow. 


It is this development which alarms 
Hitler and Mussolini because of their 
fear of all Europe turning Bolshevick. 


Out of the Illuminati came the mys- 
terious and powerful Jacobin Clubs of 
the French Revolution. Today, we are 
witnessing the operation of “Jacobin- 
ism” on an international scale. 


The Communist Daily Worker con 
tains the following report of a recent 
speech delivered by George Dimitroff, 
a leader of the Third International, 
in Paris: 

“Dimitroff called upon the French 
Communists to follow THE TRADI- 
TION OF THE JACOBINS, leaders of 
the Great French Revolution of 1789- 
1793, of the revolutionists of 1848 and 
of the Paris Commune. He stated that 
the working class of the whole world 
were anxiously and carefully following 
the successes of the French Commu- 
nist Party in achieving the united front 
and trade union unity. 

“Dimitroff closed his message with 
the words: ‘Long live the French Com- 
munist Party, one of the best sections 
of the Communist International’.” 


Associated Press reports of the last 
few days also tell of the secret pre- 
sence of Litvinoff in Paris, where he 
is said to be working with the Com- 
munist leaders of the French govern- 
ment, helping prepare the nations of 
Europe for a blood bath. 


Prophetic Deductions 


Prophetically we know that the pre- 
sent alignment between Paris and Mos- 
cow can not be permanent. 


The French people will soon break 
the Red shackles which have been forg- 
ed upon them by the internationalists. 
They will follow in the path of Italy, 
Germany and Spain. But in doing so, 
violent civil convulsions will be exper- 
ienced. Much blood will flow! 


And out of the welter, a Fascist dic- 
tatorship will finally evolve. 


Fascism is the spirit of the Roman 
beast. Since France was situated with- 
in the bounds of ancient Rome, she will 
eventually come under the black ban- 
ner of Fascism. 


In fact, as these words are being 
written, the French Fascists are pre- 
paring for the inevitable revolution 
which they believe necessary to save 
their Country from the Red octopus of 
Bolshevism.

The great civil war which broke out 
in Spain three months ago, came as 
a logical result of years of planning 
on the part of the international sub- 
verters of New York, Paris and Mos- 
cow. 


In order to understand the Satanic 
genius behind disorders of this kind, 
one must bear in mind that all Commu- 
nism is rooted in Jewish Capitalism and 
Jewish Intellectualism. 


The Gentile nations are indebted to 
a ring of international Jews, who have 
access to the arteries of world finance, 
for their present plight. 


Reds in Germany 
This history of Germany’s experience 
with Communism, prior to the rise of 
Hitler, parallels in many respects with 
that of Spain during the last few 
weeks. 


Back in December 1918, the revolu- 
tionary cause was so well advanced 
among the Germans, that the Spar- 
takus League could issue the following 
instructions to its followers: 


“Arise, proletarians, and fight!

In this class strug- 
gle in the world’s history, your mot- 
to must be: ‘Thumbs on their eyes 
and knees on their breast’!” ' 


Thereupon, a flood of anarchy swept 
the nation. 


By April 1919, the Red leaders were 
able to inaugurate, on German soil, 
what they called a “Soviet Republic”, 
with headquarters in the city of Mu- 
nich. They also established both a 


“Red Army” and a “Red Tribunal”, 
directed from Moscow. 


At that time, the Communists of 
Germany were operating under the 
title of “Spartakusts” — thereby ap- 
propriating the lodge name of Adam 
Weishaupt who had organized the Jew- 
rae Illuminati of Europe 150 years be- 
ore. 


In 1848 Karl Marx, another Jew, 
revamped the teachings of Weishaupt 
and incorporated them into his “First 
Communist Manifesto.” From the time 
of Marx, down to the present hour, the 
Red Menace has been directed by Jew- 
ish minds. 


Killed Helpless Victims 


The Spartakusts were directed by 
two Jews and one Jewess — Hugo 
Haase, Kar] Liebknecht and Rosa Lux- 
emburg. 

Another Jew called Joffe, was serv- 
ing as Soviet Ambassador in Berlin at 
that time. He worked openly with the 
Spartakusts, for the destruction of mo- 
rals, religion and government among 
the Germans. 


On November 5, 1918, Joffe brazenly 
announced that he had turned over ten 
million Russian roubles to Dr. Oskar 
Cohn for propaganda purposes. Cohn, 
a Jew, was then a member of the Ger- 
man Reichtag.

It was under these circumstances 
that the notorious criminal Karl Radek, 
whose real Jewish name is Sobelson, 
arrived from Moscow to take charge 
of things and put the “finishing touch- 
es” on the German revolution.

It culminated five months later 
in Munich, with the establishment of 
the so-called “Soviet Republic”. 


Associated with Radek in this ven-

He was a murderer 
from the beginning, and abode not in 
the truth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he speak- 
eth of his own: for he is a liar, and the 
father of it.”

Reports from Spain 

The Daily Mail, published in London, 
is one of England’s most conservative 
newspapers. It is famous for its care- 
ful discrimination in publishing only 
factual news dispatches. 

The following statement appeared in 
a recent issue of the Mail. An editorial 
comment preceding the report says 
that this information was _ received 
from “unimpeachable sources”. The 
editor says: 

“Unbelieveable atrocities and sac- 
rilege are being committed by Reds 
in Spain. This evidence is fully docu- 
mented, The names of informants are 
omitted to avoid endangering the lives 
of the people concerned, or relatives, 
still under the power of the Reds.”

The Mail’s illuminating article is as 
follows: 


Refused to Blaspheme 


Five eye-witnesses signed the follow- 
ing in the presence of the Portuguese 
Consul in Badajoz on August 25: 


As a result of the military revolt 
79 members of the parties of the Right 
in Fuente del Maestre were arrested. 


They were treated with such insults 
and violence that three of them had to 
receive medical treatment. 


Shortly afterwards, these three were 
made to go out of the prison, and with 
them Jose Visedo Alvarez, Felipe Ceb- 
allos Solis, Father Victor Siluarren, 
Father Constantino Garcia, Juan Gar- 
cia Fernandez, Francisco Corredera 
Vaca, Diego Hernandez Prieto, and 
were shot in the public square. 


The three priests and Manuel 
Casimiro Morgado were tortured to 
make them blaspheme, and when 
they refused they were shot. 


Many Slaughtered and Burned 
Five eye-witnesses of events in 
Fuente de Cantos signed the following 


statement in the presence of the Portu- 
guese Consul at Badajoz: 
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On July 19 after the military uprising, 
various groups began to arrest those 
persons noted as upholders of law and 
order. The arrests were made with 
great violence, without consideration of 
age or sex, and with a great show of 
swords, axes, revolvers, and clubs. 


One group of prisoners was placed 
in the prison, and a second in the parish 
church, where all were made to go in- 
to the sacristy. About 3 p.m. at a giv- 
en signal on the bell, there was a vio- 
lent outburst of shooting, rifles, guns 
and revolvers, which wounded and kill- 
ed some of the prisoners who were in 
the sacristy. Almost simultaneously 
with the shooting the doors and win- 
dows were soaked with petrol and set 
on fire, and a quantity of petrol and of 
cotton wool saturated with petrol were 
flung into the sacristy. 


In this way twelve prisoners 
were killed, nine by burning and 
three by shooting. 


It was not possible to hold a post- 
mortem on the nine who were burned, 
for the bodies were reduced to cinders, 
but a post-mortem was held on the 
three who were shot and death was 
found to be caused by burns and bullet 
wounds. 


22 Prisoners Shot 


Four witnesses of events in Talavera 
la Real made the following statement 
in the presence of the Portuguese Con- 
sul in Badajoz: 


In Talavera la Real, as in all the 
townships of the province of Badajoz, 
many law abiding citizens were im- 
prisoned on the outbreak of the rebel- 
lion, but in this township the Reds 
distinguished themselves by their fero- 
city, and 22 of these prisoners were 
shot without any justification. 


The prisoners were flogged al- 
most daily with whips of iron and 
wire by strong men. 


On August 13, at 8:30 a.m., when 
the approach of the army became 
known, 23 prisoners were taken out 
of the prison and shot on the road 
leading to the town. 


Some of the bodies, not all because of 
the rapid advance of the army, were 
savagely mutilated by the Reds. 


Sacred Relics Destroyed 


Two witnesses of happenings in 
Merida stated in the presence of the 
Portuguese Consul at Badajoz: 


The people believing in ordered gov- 
ernment were imprisoned. Ten of them 
were taken out into the open and a 
pretence of execution was gone 
through. Finally they were shot on 
August 8, and the. bodies, hastily buried 
were taken up and mutilated in dif- 
ferent hamlets around the town. 


Those shot included two lawyers and 
a retired captain of artillery who re- 
fused to lead the Red militia. 


In the church of Santa Maria books 
and furniture were destroyed, and the 
church desecrated. 


A large dynamite bomb was placed 
under the Roman Bridge, which latter 
is a splendid specimen dating from the 
Roman dominion in Spain. The bomb 
did not explode because the artillery 
of the anti-Reds destroyed the electric 


power station, and so cut off the cur- 
rent. One spot especially chosen by the 
Red aeroplanes was the superb Roman 
Theatre, into which several bombs fell, 
without, however, causing irreparable 
damage to what is a unique specimen 
of Roman art. 


A Sober Fact 


_ An Englishman who has been living 
in Lisbon for some years writes: 


These atrocities are a sober fact. They 
are repeated in every place which has 
fallen under Red dominion. 


One of the difficulties encountered in 
obtaining signed evidence is the fear 
of revenge which may overtake those 
imprisoned by the Reds. Among the 
people I have interviewed I have fre- 
quently met with refusal to sign. 


For other reasons also, names are 
kept back. In Estoril there is at 
present a girl of about 17. She 
was living in Badajoz. Her house 
was broken into and, in the pre- 
sence of her mother, she was out- 
raged by eleven men. 


The experience caused her to lose her 
reason, and she is undergoing treat- 
ment now. Naturally enough she, or 
rather her mother, can hardly wish 
her name to be broadcast. 


But the evidence is overwhelming. I 
assisted at the debarkation of eleven 
nuns who arrived in Lisbon by the 
Dempo on August 8.’ They had escaped 
from Barcelona. .. . They had seen one 
of their sisters shot beside them, and 
also a priest who was with them flog- 
ged so mercilessly that his body was 
covered with wounds. 


A letter which I have from an officer 
in the Portuguese Army is particularly 
interesting. He was in Spain during the 
greater part of August, and gives me 
his word of honour that he witnessed 
the most unspeakable outrages. 


In most cases he entered towns and 
villages after the Reds had been driven 
back and was in time to see the results 
of their occupation. 

He tells me that he himself saw 
some forty women and girls driven 
completely naked through the 
streets of one small town.

In conclusion, let the foregoing re- 
ports from the London Daily Mail, de- 
scribing Red brutalities in Spain, be a 
solemn warning to the Christians of 
the United States, to take no chances 
with the red serpent.

Reds Don Pink Camouflages

YOR hundreds of years, Commu- 

nists have openly and honestly 

expressed their hatred of Christi- 
anity and country. 


Boldly and brazenly, they have an- 
nounced their intention to tear down 
the flag under which they live and re- 
place it with the red rag of Atheist-

Change in Tactics

fessor Charles A. Beard has written 
books to prove that the Constitution 
was framed by men of wealth and pro- 
perty to protect them in the posses- 
sion of their ill-gotten gains! 


Every good Marxist historian claims 
that the American War for Indepen- 
dence was fomented by the “commercial 
interests” which wanted to be “free 
from the interferences of the English 
government with their plans for ex- 
ploiting the American continent.”

No Communist, posing as the far- 
mer’s friend, has ever condemned the 
deliberate and “planned” starvation of 
millions of Russian peasants by the 
miscalled “workers’ and peasants’ gov- 
ernment” of the Soviet Union. 


No Communist, posing as the labor- 
ing man’s friend, has ever condemned 
the Soviet government’s outlawing of 
labor unions and its denial to the work- 
ers of the right to organize and strike 
for better working conditions. 


No Communist has ever denied that 
his aim in promoting a Farm-Labor 
Party is, in the end to bring to America 
the same kind of red regimentation of 
workers and farmers that prevails un- 
der the “workers’ and peasants’ govern- 
ment” of the Soviet Union. 


In the sacred name of “free speech”, 
the Communists plead with Americans 
to be “liberal” enough to permit agi- 
tators to advocate the overthrow of the 
government by force and violence.

The human 
instrumentalities have become unfit, and 
this unfitness is due to sin. 


It is sin and unbelief in the hearts 
of individual Church members and 
failure on the part of the ministry that 
has grieved and hindered the work of 
the Holy Spirit in the Church. 


Pride, jealousy, back-biting, murmur- 
ing, judging, censuring, ill-will, worldli- 
ness, carnality and so on, are only a 
few of the sins which have thwarted 
God’s purpose of a continuous, Holy 
Ghost, world-wide revival from Pente- 
cost to the Rapture. 


Sin in the Church mars the revival 
work of the Holy Spirit. Adam was put 
out of Eden for one sin. The Holy Spirit 
is kept out of the Church through the 
tens of thousands of unconfessed and 
unjudged sins of God’s people. 


Sin is in the Chureh and those who 
deny its presence are false to conscience 
and blind to facts. Sin is not only the 
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supreme peril to the race but the one 
great impediment to a present-day re- 
vival of the old-time religion. 


Today, more than ever, is needed a 
revival in American Churches that will 
bring the conviction for sin, for judg- 
ment and for righteousness. Revival 
will come when God’s people turn their 
own resources of confession and restitu- 
tion and those of divine grace to an ex- 
oe of sin in their hearts and 
ives. 


“What is the secret of Revival?” a 
great revivalist was asked. “There is 
no secret,” he replied. “Revival always 
COMES in answer to prayer.” 


Before America can have a sweeping: 
Holy Ghost Revival there must first be 
a revival of prayer. And before this 
revival of prayer can come there must 
be a conviction of sin and an open con- 
fession of the same among all true fol- 
lowers of Christ. 


All movements of the Spirit in the 
past, without exception, have been 
started as was the initial outpouring up- 
on the 120 in the Upper Room—by the 
forces of intense, believing prayer. 
Whenever the early Church prayed, as 
related in the Book of Acts, we find the 
Spirit miraculously poured out upon 
them. 


The Wesleyan revival, like that of 
Pentecost, came in answer to persistent, 
prevailing prayer. The practice of the 
primitive Methodists was to pray from 
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four to five religiously, every morning 
and from five to six every evening. Be- 
cause they followed these _ rigid 
“methods” they were called “Metho- 
dists”’. The leaders and founders of 
Methodism, themselves, spent hours and 
even all nights in an agony of intense 
prayer, and started revival fires where- 
ever they preached the Word. 


Charles Finney relied more upon the 
untiring, unceasing, intense, believing 
prayers of Fathers Nash and Clary 
than upon the power of his spiritual 
logic in preaching the gospel, to sustain 
the fire and flame of his protracted re- 
vivals. 


During the height of Finney’s Re- 
vival, 50,000 souls a week were turning 
to God. Charles Spurgeon hearing in 
England of the American Revival called 
his people together and said: “The 
Spirit of God is saving multitudes in 
America. God is no respecter of persons. 
We will pray UNTIL He sends similar 
showers of blessing upon our land.” 
And God answered Spurgeon’s chal- 
lenge by pouring out upon the British 
Isles the mighty revival of 1859. 


D. L. Moody refused to hold revival 
services unless he had the positive as- 
surance that the revival he conducted 
for any church would be fully prepared 
for and unfailingly sustained by the 
believing prayers of the people of that 
Church. 


If only ministers and revivalists of 
today esteemed the power of prayer as 
did Finney, Moody and Spurgeon what 
would happen! What a mighty transfor- 
mation would take place in the Church- 
es of the land! O, for a praying and 
prevailing ministry and for an im- 
portune and praying Church! 


If pulpit and pew would take to their 
knees what could not God do for 
America today in the way of a sweep- 
ing, coast-to-coast revival! (2 Chr. 7:14 
Hosea 10:12. Joel 2:16-17. Psa. 119:26. 
Psa 85:6. Amos 6:1.) 


In Wales before the great revival of 
1904, three hundred praying bands were 
formed. It was as though Wales had be- 
come one great prayer-meeting. In 1903 
the Churches of Wales were empty. 
Vice was rampant. The people were 
godless. In 1904 Wales was swept by a 
mighty spiritual awakening, the 
Churches were filled to over-flowing 
and within two months 70,000 souls 
found the Lord Jesus Christ as Saviour. 


In 1902 Dr. Torrey addressed a group 
of missionaries in Calcutta, India. Two 
of the lady missionaries present were 
so impressed with the importance he 
placed upon intense, believing prayer, 
that they returned to their mission sta- 


tion and prevailed upon their people to 
seek the Lord in prayer. Soon, most of 
the district was on its knees, crying out 
to God. Revival was inevitable and 
within a short time 8,000 souls were 
saved in that single district. 


Missionaries in Korea hearing of the 
marvelous story of India’s revival 
decided to pray every day at noon until 
a similar revival came upon them. 
“After we had prayed, for about a 
month,” said one of the missionaries in 
speaking afterwards about it, “a bro- 
ther proposed that we stop the prayer 
meeting, saying ‘we have been praying 
now for a month, and nothing unusual 
has come of it. We are spending a lot 
of time. I don’t think we are justified. 
Let us go on with our work as usual, 
and each pray at home as he finds it 
convenient.’ The proposal seemed 
plausible. The majority of us, however, 
decided that, instead of discontinuing 
the prayer-meeting, we would give 
more time to prayer, not less. With that 
in view, we changed the hour from noon 
to four o’clock; we were then free to 
pray until supper time, if we wished. 
We kept at it, UNTIL at last after 
months of praying, the answer came.” 


And such an answer! Over 50,000 
Koreans were swept into the Kingdom 
on the flood tide of this revival and the 
work went out and on until the whole 
Orient felt the mighty impulse. 


But perhaps, one of the greatest out- 
pourings of the Spirit since Pentecost 
was the Moravian Revival in the eigh- 
teenth century, which came inevitably, 
as do all revivals in answer to presist- 
ent, and importune prayer. 


Bishop Hasse in writing of this re- 
vival says: “Was there ever in the 
whole of Church History such an 
astonishing prayer-meeting as_ that 
which beginning at Herrnhut in 1727, 
went on one hundred years? It is some- 
thing absolutely unique. It was known 
as the ‘Hourely Intercession’ and it 
meant, that by relays of brethren and 
sisters, prayer without ceasing was 
made to God for all the works and 
wants of His Church. Prayer of that 
kind always leads to action. In this 
case, it kindled a burning desire to 
make Christ’s salvation known to the 
heathen. It led to the beginning of 
modern foreign missions. From one 
small village community more than one 
hundred missionaries went out in 
twenty-five years. We will look in vain 
elsewhere for anything to match it in 
anything like the same extent.”

American Churches need Jesus Christ 
and His power manifest. Men will not 
doubt His Word when they feel the 
Presence of His mighty Spirit. Revival 
always COMES in answer to_ prayer.

national revival is your business and 
mine! 


Let pulpit and pew take to their 
knees in importune, intense, believing 
prayer as commanded in Scripture (2 
Chr. 7:14. Joel 2:16:17. Amos 6:1). Let 
companies of intercessors, and whole 
churches and assemblies of Churches 
UNITE in pleading the promises of God 
in definite, persistent prayer for a 
national awakening and God will meet 
the spiritual, moral, economic and in- 


dustrial needs of America by pouring 
out upon us a burning, cleansing flame 
which will involve the conscience of the 
people. God’s plan for setting the world 
aflame has not failed but America and 
the world have left God out of their 
program. 


Someone has aptly said that if God 
could find in the Church today 120 per- 
sons as dead to sin, as absorbed in 
Christ, as loyal to His instructions, as 
united, as prayerful, obedient and will- 
ing as were the disciples who met in 
the Upper Room, He would possess the 
means whereby He could precipitate a 
revival today such as was visited upon 
the first Church when they gathered, in 
obedience to His command, to pray 
UNTIL He met them with a ‘visitation 
from on high.... 


“Woe unto them that are at ease in 
Zion.” 





Archaeology and the Life of Paul

QNE of the most mysterious, 
fascinating, and tantalizing 
mazes in the world, so far as 
known, is that of the catacombs 
beneath the city of Rome. 


It is a very recent theory that the 
early Christians excavated these galler- 
jes beneath the city, and that they 
were unknown or kept secret from the 
Roman government; that they were not 
the appropriated tufa mines as was 
the notion of early scholars. 


If the catacombs were stretched out 
in a straight line, the entrance would 
be in the Alps, and the exit would be 
in the toe of the peninsula opposite 
Sicily; in other words they are about 
550 miles in length, i.e. the portions 
that have been explored. How much 
still remain undiscovered can be only 
a matter of conjecture. 


World’s Strangest Graves 

It is the writer’s conviction that the 
latest theory is wrong, and that the 
earlier one is correct. The very ar- 
gument that is put forward for the for- 
mer contention, is, to our way of think- 
ing, the very argument that substan- 
tiates the latter. 


We know that the city of the King- 
dom, and that of the Republic, in the 
main, was built from tufa taken from 
tufa mines; and these galleries were 
appropriated by the Christians as early 
as the first persecution under Nero; 
~ persecution in which St. Peter pei- 
ished. 


My own work in this underground 
net-work has convinced me that we 
survey the galleries of the tufa mines 
converted into a burial and hiding 
place. It is estimated that more than 
six million Christians lie buried in the 
loculi of this labyrinth. 
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Thousands of epitaphs have been re- 
covered, photographed in situ, and 
translated. Some are comedy; some 
are tragedy. Some speak brightly of 
their hope of the future; others are 
gloomy and pessimistic showing that. 
the individual had not fully emerge: 
from the influence of the agnostic phil- 
osophy that had prevailed. 


We make these few statements con- 
cerning the catacombs because they are 
more or less connected with the major 
character of this article — St. Paul. 


Of course, whole libraries have been 
written about this greatest of the early 
followers of the Christ, and more can 
and will be written concerning him as 
the years pass and archaeology gives 
up her many secrets. 


Now, let us see what the stones have 
to say about Paul and his work. 


Introducing Paul 


Paul, according to his own word, 
was born in Tarsus of Cilicia, one of 
the famous cities of the ancient Roman 
Empire. The great bay that once could 
shelter the navies of the world, is now 
an extensive swamp through which the 
Cydnus wends its torturous way. 


The city was very ancient, probably 
almost contemporaneous with Damas- 
cus in its founding. Sennacherib cap- 
tured Tarsus during the life time of 
Hezekiah, and rebuilt it after the model 
of Babylon. It was this city that re- 
mained when Paul was born. It was 
an imperial city with all that the word 
implies, and that idea gave Paul his 
basis for the imperial notion of Chris- 
tianity. He thought of it as a world 
religion with Rome as its center. 


Paul was a mixture, in that his na- 
tionality was Jewish; his family was 
Tarsan; his Hebrew faith had a Hel- 
lenistic form and a Roman environ- 
ment. 


Let us look for a moment at his edu- 
cation. In Tarsus there were both the 
Hebrew schools, and the Greek schools 
for children. These would, in a meas- 
ure, compare with our modern Grade 
Schools. Paul attended both kinds. 


At about twelve, he went to Jeru- 
salem to study. He was not the oldest. 
of the children. He had a sister who 
was twelve years older than he. She 
had married and lived in Jerusalem. 
Paul went to live with her while at- 
tending the University in the Temple 
The Temple was not only a place of 
worship, but a great University which 
ranked with the one at Athens, and 
the Egyptian Universities, though, in 
the main, it was a school of Theology 
rather than a Liberal Arts college.

The Christian Warfare 


Acts 19; Eph. 6:10-20 


November 15 


The Heroism of Christian Faith 
Acts 21:12, 13, 27-34; Rom. 9:1-5 





Golden Text: “Be strong in the Lord, 
and in the power of his might.”—Eph. 
6:10. 

ERSE 2—“When”, not “Since”; see 

Revised Version. This is a first 
work of grace and not a second. They 
were not saved until Paul came. There 
are many in our churches who are not 
Christians in the New Testament sense 
of the word, who have come to John’s 
baptism, and have come no further. 


(8) Paul always enters the synagogue 
first, for there he finds men of his own 
race who know something of the Scrip- 
tures, who believe in the one true God, 
and who are looking for the Messiah. 


(9) “Separated”. Separation is often 
necessary if the purity and peace of the 
church is to be maintained (13:46-48; 
18:6-7; 28:23-28). 


(10) All the seven churches men- 
tioned in Revelation 2 and 3 were prob- 
ably founded during this period (I 
Cor. 16:9; Acts 20:18-35). 


(11) The people manifested their 
faith in the same manner as did the 
woman with the issue of blood (Mt. 9: 
20-22); and God answered their faith as 
He answered the woman’s faith, for 
God answers faith if it is real, even 
when made imperfect by ignorance and 
superstition. 


Verses 18-19—Wherever the gospel is 
truly revealed, men are transfcrmed, 
habits are broken, lives are changed 
and cities are turned upside down. So 
it is here in this great center of Greek 
commerce, pagan religion and wicked- 
ness. 


A great Y. M. C. A. building was held 
up for months after the site was chosen, 
the plans drawn and the money provid- 
ed, because two shanty owners would 
not let go their hold on a little piece of 
ground in the center of the plot. What 
is the name of the little shanty in our 
minds which is holding up the great 
building of character and service for 
which God has the plans and the means 
ready? Is there nothing in our lives 
that calls for a bonfire? 


One thing more: Verses 18 to 17 des- 
cribe the “whole armour of God”. Loins 
girt, breastplate, shield, helmet and 
sword! There is one piece of armour 
lacking in this assortment—the BACK- 
PLATE. ... The Christian needs noth- 
ing to protect his back because he is 
never supposed to have his back to the 
enemy. 


Golden Text: “Greater love hath no 
man than this, that a man lay down 
his life for his friends.” John 15:12. 


ERSE 13—The verb “break” is found 

only here in the New Testament and 
signifies the weakening of purpose in 
any one, So the apostle says they were 
trying to weaken his determination to 
go to Jerusalem. (Mt. 16:22). 


(27) When the Jews had determined 
upon the death of Christ they postponed 
it until after fhe Passover Feast (Jn. 
18:28) .... Here they did not want a 
drop of Paul’s blood upon the pavement 
of the temple, but they were quite will- 
ing to have it upon their heads. 


(29) A large share of all the mis- 
representation and all the injustice in 
the world comes from people “‘suppos- 
ing’. 

(30) It is a poor kind of religion that 
cares more for the sanctity of a build- 
ing than for the sanctity of human life. 


The story is told of a well known 
Welsh preacher who went to deliver the 
address at the burial of a pious and 
venerable village minister in South 
Wales. His first words to the large 
gathering of miners were: “My breth- 
ren, the greatest obstacle on your road 
to hell has been removed.” 


(34) Paul was the only cool one in 
the crowd. “The test of conviction is 
the temper which it produces. Frenzy 
in defense is always a condemnation of 
the thing defended.”—Morgan. 


Mobs are dangerous. Like cattle, they 
are easily stampeded. But even in 
turmoil of this kind, Paul felt secure 
because he had security in his heart.

An Ambassador in Chains 


Acts 28:16-24, 30-31; Rom. 5:6-11 





Golden Text: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me.” Phil. 4:13. 


ATAN’S attempts to destroy the 
J royal highway of the Seed (Gen. 3: 
15) between Eden and Bethlehem’s 
manger, makes an interesting and ab- 
sorbing Old Testament study. 


Hardly less interesting is thatsof his 
efforts to prevent Paul from carrying 
the Gospel to Rome—the malice of 
Jerusalem Jews, the law’s delays at 
Caesarea, the storm, the soldier’s effort 
to kill the apostle, the shipwreck, the 
viper, the chains, and imprisonment. 
But Satan can never frustrate God’s 
plans, and Luke exultantly writes: 


“And so we came to Rome.” (Verse 14) 


“Paulus Romae finis actorum, Apex 
Evangelii, Victoria Verbi Dei’: When 
Paul is at Rome, it is the proper ending 
of the Acts; it is the climax of the 
— it is the victory of the Word of 

od. 


Verse 9—The argument here is that 
if Christ so loved us as to pour out His 
own blood that we might be acceptable 
to God, we may be fully persuaded that 
we are forever delivered from the wrath 
to come. Our justification is eternal in 
its results (Rom. 1:18; 2:5; Eph. 2:3; 
5:6; Col. 3:6). 


(10) “Saved by His life.” Literally we 
might read, “kept safe in His life.” We 
are livingly knit to him, the Living One. 
If anything, God’s work through Christ 
IN the believer is even more wonderful 
than God’s work through Christ FOR 
the believer! Read Romans 5:10 again. 


What seemed to be a menace turned 
out to be a blessing; the cloud which 
appeared so ominous brought a 
gracious shower; the restriction be- 
came the mother of larger liberty; the 
prison was the appointed place of rich- 
er and more glorious vision. In other 
words it is a perfect illustration of 
what Paul taught years before in writ- 
ing to the same city where he is now a 
prisoner. (See Rom. 8:28).

Christian Brotherhood 
Philemon 4-20 





Golden Text: “There is neither bond 
nor free... for ye are all one in Christ 
Jesus.” Gal. 3:28. 


pat from his prison wrote to the 
rich Philemon about the converted 
runaway slave, Onesimus, who had 
stolen goods from his master, but who, 
after his conversion, was returning to 
right the wrong. Paul’s attitude is a 
beautiful. example of practical 
righteousness and Christian courtesy. 


Verse 7—The home of Philemon was 
a place of refreshment for the weary, 
the sorrowing, the .persecuted, and 
those in need of food and clothing, prob- 
ably received it at the hands of this 
true follower of the Lord Jesus. 


(9) The threefold appeal is (1) His 
love for Philemon; (2) The fact that 
he was now old; (3) That he was a 
prisoner. But he says: ‘a prisoner of 
Christ Jesus.” Not of Rome nor Ro- 
man Emperor. To the man abandoned 
to the will of his Lord, nothing can 
happen outside the good and perfect 
will of God. 


(10) To renew a soul of man anid 
form it anew to the image of God is 
not a human work, yet because the 
soul is regenerated by faith, and faith 
comes by hearing, on that account, he 
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who administers the doctrine holds the 
place of a parent. 


(11) Onesimus means “profitable.” 
There is a play on words here. This man 
who was good for nothing is now ,prof- 
itable. Just as we might write to 
some friend: “Your right-hand man 
Wright, who in times past went 
wrong, is now all Wright, both for you 
and me.” 


(16) In the flesh, Philemon has a 
brother for a slave. In the Lord, he 
has a slave for a brother. When the 
apostolic precept that in Christ Jesus 
is “neither bond nor free” (Gal. 3:28) 
was not only recognized but acted up- 
on, then slavery was doomed. 


(17) After calling the slave his bro- 
ther, his son, his heart, what can Paul 
do further but to call him his other 
self? 

(18-19) Whoever took Paul’s dicta- 
tion of this letter, Paul took the stylus 
or the quill, and wrote in his big, near- 
sighted scrawl: “This is my own 
handwriting: I Paul promise to refund 
it—not to mention that you owe me, 
over and above, your very soul.” (Mof- 
fatt’s translation).

Golden Text: “I have fought a good 
fight, I have finished my course, I 
have kept the faith”. II Tim. 4:7. 


| fgg 7—If we can take nothing 
out of the world, how foolish it is 
to spend our time in amassing that 
which, when we leave the world, must 
he left behind! (Sce Gen. 28:20). There 
are no pockets in a shroud. 


(11) A man of God is one wno has 
yielded his life to God, in whom God 
works out His purposes, who lives 
wholly fcr the glory of God. Such men 
are few, but they are the most pre- 
cious discoveries in the world. 


Every paragraph in this Second 
Epistle is suffused with emotion; 
every sentence throbs with the pulse- 
beats of a human heart. All that we 
read here ought to be viewed as writ- 
ten not with ink, but with Paul’s own 
blood; for nothing is asserted by him 
for which he does not offer the pledge 
of his death. 


Paul had finished the course which 
God had outlined for him as the Lord 
Jesus finished His course (Acts 20:24; 
John 17:4; 19:30). The greatest achieve- 
ment in life is to die right. 


He asks Timothy to come to him as 
soon as possible as Demas has for- 
saken him and the others are away on 
different missions. Because it was 
cold in the dungeon, and because he 
was unable to buy another one, he asks 
him to bring his coat. Also all his 
books and parchments. 


For the needs of his heart, Paul asks 
for friends to come; for the comfort 
of his body, he asks for a cloak; for 
the stimulation and refreshing of his 
mind, he asks for his books. He was 
a scholar to the last. 


But the .aged one is not really left 
alone. Two are standing there, not 
one, (17) “and the form of the Second 
is like the Son of God’. He stands 
embracing the man whom He has 
loved and saved, pouring by His touch, 


an immortal force into that weary 
head and heart, and that fragile frame. 


(18) Death is the final and perfect 
answer to the prayer, “Deliver us from 
the evil one?” 





Home Missionary Heroes

URING my vacation in the month of 
August I had the opportunity to 
minister among the people of the for- 
gotten brush-country of Northern 
Minnesota. 


The heat wave then was intensified 
by scores of forest fires which raged 
over a stretch of a hundred square 
miles. The fields presented a sorry 
sight. The absence of rain for several 
months had ruined the crops. Minnesota 
was no exception to the dreary sights 
one could see in other drought stricken 
states, 


A few years ago this part of the 
country presented quite a different 
picture. There was always an abundance 
of grass and fine herds of cattle. The 
newly cleared land produced excellent 
crops. The people though pioneers, often 
became prosperous within a few years. 
A spirit of optimism prevailed among 
them. 


For the most part the population of 
this brush-country is made up of Scandi- 
navians, Hollanders, and Germans. They 
built scheols and churches. The towns 
were connected by a network of good 
roads and concrete highways. Then 
came the depression, and with it an in- 
tensive growth of radicalism. The 
churches were deserted. 


The Farmer Labor Party saw to it 
that the people were weaned away from 
their religious loyalties. The entire 
country soon changed into a pagan 
stronghold. While the Reds vigorously 
opposed the preaching of the Gospel, 
they did not object to occult activities. 
The religiscus picture presented a strik- 
ing parallel to the devastated brush- 
lands, once a scene of beauty and pros- 
perity. 

A few years ago two young 
graduates of Moody Bible Institute, Mr. 
and Mrs. Richard Deursen came into 
this field. They were not being backed 
by any Missionary Society, but they 
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had faith in the power of the Gospel 
and the sustaining grace of God. 


The story of their heroic home mis- 
sionary work makes a thrilling chapter 
in the annals of Home Missions. They 
underwent privations, but succeeded in 
getting a foothold among these rugged 
backwoods people. ‘They spoke their 
language and shared their hardships. 
They were not only able to strengthen 
and save the weakening cause of Christ 
which had survived the crisis, but also 
won hundreds to Jesus Christ. 


Today Richard Deursen is minister- 
ing to seven communities. The church 
at Sandstone, Minnesota is the center 
of these activities. Until about a year 
ago this church was a deserted and 
dilapidated building which had become 
the habitation of birds and rodents. 


The Deursens organized a _ Bible 
Church, purchased the building from 
the defunct Methodist Episcopal con- 
gregation, furnished it beautifully, and 
best of all, succeeded in filling it with 
happy worshippers. The Sunday School 
is rapidly approaching the two hundred 
mark, 

For the past three years it has been 
my privilege to have a little share in 
this ministry. While I had come to fish 
in the numerous beautiful lakes during 
my annual vacation trips in this section, 
I have also preached in the evenings. 


One Lord’s day morning last summer, 
in the little church at Rutledge, also 
rescued from ruin by the Deursens, 
twenty-one souls accepted and con- 
fessed Jesus Christ as their personal 
Savior. 

Foreign missions are enjoined in the 
Great Commission, but Christ’s pro- 
gram commences at Jerusalem, the 
home city, and extends into Judea, the 
homeland; from there to Samaria, the 
adjoining country, and then to the ut- 
termost parts of the earth. 

“As goes America, so goes the 
world.” Let us do Christ’s work in 
Christ’s order—Let us save America 
first. 
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Paul studied under the second of its 
three great Presidents — the three 
being father, son, and grandson, in 
succession. Paul received his degree in 
due time, then returned home to Tar- 
sus. 


But he had not finished his studies. 
He entered the Universi ty of Tarsus, 
one of the great institutions of anti- 
quity. It was a Liberal Arts school, 
with all that the term implies. 


Here our subject perfected himself 
in Greek literature and philosophy. He 
went a step further; he studied Roman 
Law. Thus he became a Roman law- 
yer, as well as one of Hebrew Law. 
He was one of the greatest of Roman 
jurists. He pleaded his own cause be- 
fore the Supreme Court of Rome and 
won his case the first time; his second 
trial was not before the Supreme Court 
but before the Mayor’s Court in the 
Basilica Julia; but more of that later. 


From A Wealthy Family 


Paul was born a Roman citizen. So 
far, no records have been found re- 
garding the date of the coming of his 
ancestors to Tarsus. Personally, with- 
out definite proof, I am inclined to be- 
lieve that it was Paul’s grandfather 
who received the citizenship papers. 


There is one phase of Paul’s life that 
must be reconstructed, and the result 
of this will be diametrically opposite 
from that of the traditions of the 
church; but in this age of research 
tradition must give way to fact, provid- 
ed that fact can be ascertained. 


Almost a thousand years before Paul 
was born it was a law of the Hebrew 
people that all boys must be taught a 
trade irrespective of his social station 
in life. In the second century B. C. 
the Roman government enacted the 
same law relating to Roman boys. Paul 
was caught in the meshes of both laws. 


Tarsus was the greatest manufactur- 
ing city in the Empire for the pro- 
duction of military equipment, espec- 
ially tents. Not only were the great 
bulk of tents manufactured in Tarsus, 
but the mountain slopes teemed with 
the animals which produced the need- 
ed raw material from which to make 
them. Paul’s father was one of the 
leading merchants in this line. Since 
boys were forced by law to learn a 
trade, what would be more convenient 
and profitable than for this boy to 
follow in his father’s footsteps? 


Thus he learned the trade from its 
very foundation. In later years, this 
knowledge proved to be of great value. 

If the grandfather of Paul was the 
one who received the grant of Roman 
citizenship, he had several handicaps 
to overcome. He must have rendered 
some great service to the Roman state 
in order to merit this gift, for the 
bestowal of citizenship upon a provin- 
cial was no light or frivolous matter. 
It was equivalent to awarding a Con- 
gressional medal in the United States. 
The service rendered was not alone 
sufficient; the recipient must also be 
a wealthy man in order that he might 
maintain the dignity of Rome in his 
home city. Therefore, Paul’s family 
had to be wealthy.

Lives in Petra 


_ Paul was the oldest boy of his fam- 
ily, and, as a result, the heir to the 
whole estate of the family group. 


When he was away from home, so 
long as he was on good terms with his 
father, he had the status of an English 
“remittance man”. If for any cause of 
dissatisfaction, the father had cancel- 
ed the remittance, yet at his death, 
the heir could not be restrained from 
assuming control of the estate. In his 
early manhood Paul was on friendly 
terms with his father, i.e. before HIS 
DAMASCUS EXPERIENCE. 


It seems, however, that for some 
years after his conversion, he was an 
outcast from his father’s home. But 
at the time of his appeal to the Sup- 
reme Court at Rome, he had evidently 
assumed control of his property. 


It took money, and plenty of it, to 
appeal to the Supreme Court in Paul’s 
time. And his appeal was so worded 
that he compelled the Emperor to sit 
as Chief Justice. Further, while Paul 
resided in Rome, he lived in his own 
rented house. Logically, he must have 
been a wealthy man. I am aware of 
the argument to the contrary as ex- 
emplified in the very final stage of 
his life; but we shall have a word to 
say regarding that later. 
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After the escape of our hero, over 
the wall, from Damascus, so far as 
the book of Acts is concerned, we lose 
definite record of his movements. For 
a period of about ten years we find 
him fighting a great battle with him- 
self, in preparation for his Greek mis- 
sion. 


The record says that he went into 
Arabia; but the word Arabia covers 

a vast ‘territory in Biblical literature. 
if we study carefully the geography of 
that country, we will come to the con- 
clusion that he went southward from 
Damascus, on the east of the Jordan, 
and there is only one place in the whole 
area that would be natural asylum for 
him — the mysterious and hidden city 
of Petra. 


Here he would find the type of quiet 
place he would be seeking: a Roman 
city, cultured, hidden, inaccessible ex- 
cept through the gash in the moun- 
tains that serves as an entrance to the 
great amphitheatre; and even this en- 
trance could be absolutely closed by 
turning water into it, thus producing 
a swift, deep river. 

When we enter these great buildings 
excavated from the solid rock of the 
cliffs, we are standing in the same 
buildings in which Paul stood two thou-

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sand years ago. Here we find one of 
the most beautiful temples of Roman 
architecture in the world, and this tem- 
ple was undoubtedly the great library 
of the city. Here our subject perfected 
his monumental scholarship, for Paul 
was destined to do that which only two 
other men have done in history: be the 
father of a classical language. 


Cicero before him made the crude 
dialect of Latium a classical tongue; 
Chaucer took the mixed dialects of his 
day and made the English language, 
though not classical; Paul took the 
Koine Greek of his time and moulded 
the greatest book that it was ever the 
task of man to pen. 


Paul either wrote, or caused to be 
written under his supervision, three- 
fourths of the New Testament. He 
made what was formerly called the 
Hellenistic or Patristic Greek. Where 
did he perfect his knowledge of the 
language of the great mass of people 
in the Roman Empire? Where did he 
learn to speak the Latin? For speak 
it he did, and fluently since he plead 
his own cause before the Supreme 
Court, and won his case. 


Now do not take the position that 
Greek was the language of the Court 
at Rome. It was not. Latin was the 
official language of the courts. 


May Have Visited England 


Many commentators upon the life of 
Paul seem to take delight in making 
him a beggar as to financial status; 

“no-body” in the social scale, and a 
man without political standing. But 
this is entirely the wrong view. 


Paul was a man who weilded world- 
wide influence in his own time, and 
even greater to-day. He was a mis- 
sionary, it is true, but he also was an 
explorer, and an “ambassador of good 
will” to the different provinces, and 
mixed population of the Roman Em- 
pire. 

He was not without “connections” in 
Rome when he arrived in the great 
city. There were already thousands of 
Christians living there, many of whom 
he had known personally in the Near 
East. Yes, we can name some of them 
definitely. 


There was a Roman lady, though of 
British birth, of high social standing, 
and wide political influence, living in 
Rome whom Paul converted to Chris- 
tianity. This lady was Pomponia Gre- 
cina, the wife of Aulus Plautius, Gov- 
ernor of Southern Britain under the 
Emperor Claudius. She is known in 
church history as Ste. Lucina. Did 
Paul convert her in Britain or Rome? 
We do not know, but she lies in the 
catacomb of Domitilla, and it was her 
money that buried Paul and Peter in 


the Catacombs of St. Calixta, and 
Demitilla, 
Clemens of Rome remarks: “Paul 


reached the farthest bound of the 
west”. The “farthest bound” of the 
Roman Empire in Paul’s time was the 
British Isles. It is an old tradition 
that Paul was the personal friend of 
Seneca. This idea has been largely 
discredited by modern scholars; but the 
onus of evidence is such as to support 
the tradition rather than the denial and 
ridicule of “modern” scholarship. It 
is now known that Seneca studied at 
the University of Tarsus. Is it not 
more than probable that the two young 
men formed a friendship there? 


The early catacombs which we have 
mentioned above were under the pro- 
tection of the government. On the Via 
Salaria, three miles out from the walls, 
is the catacombs of Priscilla, where, in 
an inscription, is found the name of 
Paul’s mother, and it is the same as 
the name of the catacombs. 


In the Catacombs 


In Rome at this time was the cen- 
turion who stood commanding the 
guard at the cross of Jesus when He 
was crucified. It was this centurion, 
who, as he looked upon Jesus in the 
last moments of agony, exclaimed: 
“Certainly this was a righteous man”. 
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This man was still an officer of the 
guard in the Golden House of Nero 
when Paul was in Rome the first time; 
his graffiti has been found on the wall 
of the guard-room. Did he found the 
first Christian church in Rome? Who 
was the artist that painted the por- 
traits of Paul and Peter from life as 
has been very recently discovered far 
out on the Via Corso? Did this cen- 
turion employ said artist to do the 
work? If so, then Peter superintended 
the painting of the group over the 
chancel which included Jesus. 


In this church Peter is shown on one 
side wall, and Paul on the other dir- 
ectly opposite; but when they are plac- 
ed together, Paul takes precedent. This 
position is found in the catacomb art- 
istry until the beginning of the fifth 
er when the positions are revers- 
ed. 

In the catacombs of Domitilla were 
found medallions of the two men that 
are accepted as true since the date 
of making is less than one hundred 
years after their death. Also in these 
catacombs of Domitilla is found the 
— sarcophagus known to Christen- 

om. 


Close beside it stands the sarcopha- 
gus of the daughter of the Apostle 
Peter. Her name, as spelled upon the 
inscription, was Petronilla. Of course 
the Catholic Church maintains that the 
lady lying in this coffin was only the 
spiritual daughter of Peter, the Apos- 
tle, and the real granddaughter of Pe- 
tro, the father of Titus Flavius Sabi- 
nus. However this may be, these arti- 
facts bring us into close contacts with 
Paul. 


In these catacombs we come in con- 
tact with another artifact that throws 
a great illumination upon one of the 
points of disagreement between the 
factions of the Protestant church, viz: 
the resurrection of Lazarus. 


Here again a wall-painting confirms 
the tradition, as the adverse critic calls 
it. This painting portrays Jesus rais- 
ing Lazarus from the kind of a tomb, 
that in its main characteristic, can 
easily be fitted to the one pointed out 
to the traveller in Palestine. 


Christian Blamed for Fire 


In July 64 A.D. Emperor Nero went 
to his birthplace, Arizio, to spend a 
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short vacation. On the 19th of the 
-month the great fire broke ovt and 
destroyed the maior portion of the city 
of Rome. Tradition maintains that 
Nero set the fire, then blamed the con- 
flagration upon the sect known as the 
Christians. 


It is now known that the fire ori- 
ginated in the wooden horse stalls of 
the Circus Maximus, and Nero had 
nothing to do with its origin. But due 
to the wave of popular indignation that 
followed the destruction of the city, 
a “goat” had to be found to bear the 
onus of the catastrophe. The Chris- 
tians stood out as the best sacrifice 
that could be offered to popular fury. 
In addition to their political activities, 
the Christians, by current tradition, 
were accused of practicing human sac- 
rifice. 

The leader of the sect must be 
sought, and brought back to Rome, as 
a political move. Paul was the head of 
the sect. He was in Great Britian. 
He was brought back under the charge 
of high treason. 


In the first trial of Paul, the Em- 
peror, Nero, sat as the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of the Empire. 


Paul plead his own cause, and was 
acquitted. 


But in his second trial, he did 
not appear before the same court, 
but in what we would call the 
Mayor’s Court of the city of Rome. 
This court was held either in the Bas- 
cilica Julia, or the one bearing Paul’s 
own name. It is not, as yet, possible 
to determine in which building the trial 
took place, but it is rather fascinating 
to think that it was in the latter. 


The Mayor of the city was Titus 
Flavius Sabinus, the brother of Vespa- 
sian who later became Emperor, and 
destroyed the Golden House of Nero, 
and from the rough stones of the House 
built the Colosseum. 


Standing before this man, Sabinus, 
Paul was tried for the last time. It 
is a curious fact, but a fact none the 
less, that Paul did not attempt to plead 
his cause, but devoted his time in try- 
ing to convert the Mayor to Christian- 
ity. But if we try, we can offer, at 
least, a tentative solution for this pe- 
culiar behavior upon the part of Paul. 


Flavius Clemens, a relative of Fla- 
vius Sabinus married the cousin of Sa- 
binus. Her name was Domitilla, the 
niece of Domitian. This was the Dom- 
itilla who afterwards made the Cata- 
combs of Domitilla her own by royal 
decree. 


Paul was sentenced by Sabinus. This 
sentence was capital punishment. Such 
punishment could be inflicted upon a 
Roman Citizen in one way only, viz: 
beheading. The victim, after sentence, 
should, according to law, have been 
immediately put to death. 

Sabinus did not carry out the letter 


of the law. He remanded Paul to pri- 
son, and while there, as we might say, 
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in the death house, he wrote the last let- 
ter of the many that came from his 
pen. This was the Second Epistle to 
Timothy. Paul’s last sermon cleared 
the way for the Gospel to the very 
throne of the Roman Empire. 


Clemens’ brother married Julia Au- 
gusta, daughter of the Emperor Titus. 
Emperor Domitian adopted the two 
children of Clemens and Domitia; if 
the Emperor had soon died after the 
adoption, Christianity would have been 
upon the throne within fifty years af- 
ter the crucifixion; but Providence 
willed it otherwise. However, the Ma- 
~~ = yielded to the preaching of 

aul. 


His Tomb is Empty 


After the execution of Paul outside 
the walls of the city, Paul was buried 
the first time practically at the spot 
where he was executed. During the 
persecution under Valerian, the body 
was transferred to a vault under the 
house of Hermes where the graffiti 


describing the transfer has been re- 
cently discovered. 


Later the bodies of Paul and Peter 
were transferred again to the cata- 
combs of St. Callixta, where the sar- 
cophagus remained until the erection of 
the cathedrals that bear their names. 
The dust of the two saints was care- 
fully commingled, since there were no 
distinguishing marks, and half was 
placed in a sarcophagus beneath the 
high altar in the cathedral of St. Peter, 
and the other half in a sarcophagus 
beneath the high altar of St. Paul. 


Nearly twenty feet beneath the high 
altar of St. Paul’s cathedral rests the 
sarcophagus of the great Gentile Mis- 
sionary. The bottom of the lid has 
fallen to the bottom of the coffin. The 
upper right-hand corner of the lid had 
been broken off. Across the top of 
the lid now remains the letters 


PAUL 
The sarcophagus is empty!

My Interview With Kagawa 


By R. A. Ofstedal, Valley City, N. D. 





(Editor’s Note: Liberals, Socialists, 
Communists and Modernists united in 
praising Kagawa while he was on his 
recent speaking tour of the United 
States. Parading his teachings in the 
name of Christianity, this man _ ex- 
pounds what he calls “Christian Com- 
munism”—which phrase is a misnomer. 
Rev. Ofstedal dared to expose Kagawa’s 
sinister teachings while he was here. 
Now he tells of a personal conversation 
which he had with the noted Japanese 
leader. ) 


T is with extreme reluctance 

that I again take up a discus- 
sion of issues created by the writ- 
ings of Toyohiko Kagawa and his 
recent visit to the United States. 


The writing of my pamphlets grew 
out of a sincere desire to cry out a 
warning against books which, to such 
an unusual degree, blend truth and er- 
ror, and are therefore all the more 
dangerous. 


I hope that it will not be necessary 
to make any further statements on this 
subject, but issues have been raised 
that must be met. I feel forced not so 
much to defend myself as the principles 
which I believe to be consistent with 
the Word of God. 


Necessary Criticism 


I have sought to “speak the truth in 
love’, and if there be those who feel 
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that it is unkind to make stern criticism 
of false teachings I would only remind 
them that even such an Apostle of Love 
as John wrote concerning false teach- 
ers: “If there come any unto you, and 
bring not this doctrine, receive him not 
into your house, neither bid him God 
speed; for he that biddeth him God 
speed is partaker of his evil deeds.” 


And I am sure that no conservative 
Christian, on careful study, will deny 
that Kagawa’s writings contain much 
of false teaching, much that is contrary 
to Scripture and its Christ. 


The place given to Christ 


To take just one instance from among 
many! How strangely does not Kagawa 
account for the love of Christ. “There 
lies buried in the cosmos,” he writes “a 
love which does not rise to the level of 
human consciousness, like a root buried 
beneath the stem,” and he asks the 
question, “May it not be that the love 
which Jesus enjoined when he said, 
‘Love your enemies’ and ‘Love sinners,’ 
is love springing up from the roots long 
buried as profound cosmic will?” 


Shall we not warn against the counsel 
of one who advises us to look for the 
source of the love of Christ, not upward 
to the Heavenly Father but downward 
to a love “buried in the cosmos”? 


Shall we not guard against the state- 
ments of one who professes a creed that 
is built, not upon Christ, but upon this 
“Love”, and who says, “No sects there 
are in Love. Buddhist, Mohammedan, 
Christian—these are not Love’s di- 
visions . . . Classify me not by creed: I 
belong to nothing but Love ... Only 
before Love do I bow in reverence.” 
These quotations are taken from his 
book, “Love The Law Of Life” which 
contains Kagawa’s “System of Love.” 


How do such statements as to the 
place of Christ agree with what St. 
Peter said in Acts 4:12 as to Christ’s 
name being above every name? Or how 
do they agree with what Jesus Himself 
said, in John 14:6? 


Translations 
There are those who maintain that 
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Kagawa’s books have been mistransla- 
ted by men prejudiced in favor of 
Modernism. 


If that is true it is only to admit that 
there is something wrong with his 
books. If that is true, his translators 
stand accused of having perpetrated a 
hoax, not only upon Kagawa, but also 
upon his readers, which is in proportion 
to the false teachings they have in- 
jected into his writings. 


This is a serious accusation indeed to 
make against his translators and one 
would expect that Kagawa if he were 
earnestly concerned about Bible truth, 
would make haste in demanding a 
sweeping revision of his own writings. 


Our Interview 


It is not a pleasant task, however, to 
take up this issue with men for whose 
position and personal Christianity I 
have a very high regard, any more than 
it has been a pleasant task to take issue 
with the writings of Kagawa, a man 
whose record of sacrifice and achieve- 
ment is so outstanding, his personality 
so appealing. And I do sincerely hope 
that it will not be necessary to take up 
this issue again. 


My only reason for so doing is that 
I am extremely anxious that no incor- 
rect impression be left as to my posi- 
tion or as to the issues involved. For 
example, a very misleading statement 
has been printed in various publications 
of late which has gained wide circula- 
tion. Dr. Kagawa is quoted as saying, 
as a result of an interview which he 
accorded me, “When we were through, 
I am sure we understood each other 
much better and were quite agreed.” 


This would mean that I have with- 
drawn my objections to the false teach- 
ings contained in Kagawa’s writings. 
This impression has now become cur- 
rent among many professing Christians 
so I have asked for permission to have 
my statement printed in this Magazine 
as well as in these papers which printed 
Dr. Kagawa’s statement making it clear 
that this was not the case and that our 
interview did not end in an agreement. 


There was a definite lack of harmony 
throughovt, How, for example, could a 
Christian agree with one who, when 
asked if he believed in the Triune God, 
—Father, Son and Holy Ghost,—three 
Divine persons in one Godhead,—could 
answer, “I do not go that far?” (See 
also his definition of the Trinity in his 
“Meditations on the Cross”—pages 131, 
132.) 


At the close of the interview, I made 
the following statement to Dr. Kagawa: 
“Dr. Kagawa, as one who would like to 
offer his Christian testimony, I would 
earnestly request of you, for the sake 
of the Christian faith of your readers, 
that you remove from your writings all 
of those statements which are out of 
harmony with the Scriptures.” 


I wanted to leave a clear testimony 
with him that his writings were not in 
accord with the Word of God and that 
the obligation lay upon him to eliminate 
the unscriptural elements from his 
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writings: that is, if he wished to make 
a truly Christian testimony. His writ- 
ings are the main issue. As long as he 
continues to speak to Christian readers 
through his books, as long as false 
teachings therein contained, go uncor- 
rected and unrepudiated, we have no 
choice but to warn against their 
dangers. 


The Interview Ends 


Was it presumptuous on my part to 
make the request above quoted? Must 
it be so, as one writer maintained, that 
only those who have sacrificed as much 
as Kagawa have a right to criticize, to 
make such testimonies? 


I cannot find it in my Bible. There I 
find that the humblest, the lowliest 
child in the Kingdom, has a right to 
witness and to seek to set right those 
who are straying away from the Word. 


The statement above quoted ended 
the interview. Kagawa sat in silence 
for a few moments after I made this 
request. I received no reply, as he then 
arose and took his leave. How that 
interview could be thought to have re- 
sulted in “agreement,” I cannot under- 
stand. 


Most emphatically, we were far from 
agreement on Dr. Kagawa’s books at 
the termination of the interview. To be 
in harmony with his books, would be to 


be out of harmony with the Christian 
faith in as many points as they conflict 
with the Christian faith. 


Paganism and ‘Christianity 


I should like to leave this clear testi- 
mony at this point. I am just as confi- 
dent as ever that Dr. Kagawa’s writ- 
ings are entirely out of harmony with 
God’s Word at many fundamental 
points, and that the very fact that he 
blends Christian truth with pagan 
teaching makes writing all the more 
dangerous. 


What is more dangerous than truth 
alongside of pagan error, honey and 
poison on the same shelf-——unlabelled ? 


The early Christian Church, having 
had to face problems of doctrine within 
its own midst, next had to face a far 
more dangerous enemy, that of meet- 
ing with those who sought to blend 
paganism with Christianity. Speaking 
for the moment to my own denomina- 
tion, the Lutherans—perhaps think we 
have settled the problem of orthodoxy, 
but is it not possible that as we emerge 
today out of the seclusion afforded by 
foreign languages used, we shall be 
faced with a far more critical danger, 
that of a religion which seems to be 
able to harmonize Christianity with 
paganism!

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The Emphasis 


It is true that a headline appears in 
my pamphlet, “Impossibility of Co- 
operation with Cooperative Plan.” But 
this is explainable by subheadings oc- 
curring immediately under it, “Ka- 
gawa’s Plan for World-wide Social 
Evangelism” and again “Old Tradition- 
al Missions must pass.” 


Under these headings Kagawa is 
quoted as saying, “Moreover, the Co- 
operative Movement must be world- 
wide in its scope. It must leap across 
naticnal boundaries... And ever-increas- 
ing emphasis must be placed upon evan- 
gelism as one of the God-given means of 
realizing this Christian social and world 
order. However, this evangelism also 
must be international in its method and 


And again, “The old traditional mis- 
sions ... must pass out of the picture. 
The whole world Christian enterprise 
must be put upon a cooperative and 
sharing basis.” 


It is because Kagawa makes coopera- 
tive the business of the Church, because 
he places the social gospel ahead of the 
Gospel of Christ that the writer says 
that we cannot cooperate with coopera- 
tives as Kagawa would build them up. 
“But Kagawa makes the fatal mistake 
of putting the social gospel ahead of 
this gospel-program of Jesus Christ,” 
the pamphlet states. 


In support of this, attention is called 
to the incident, which Kagawa himself 
relates, of how he turned aside a young 
man from becoming an evangelist be- 
cause he admitted that he did not have 
“the courage to go to prison” or “THE 
GRIT TO LEAD A STRIKE.” 


Further, how Kagawa “materializes” 
that wonderful Gospel invitation of 
Christ, saying, “For materialistic fail- 
ure He said, ‘Come unto me all ye 
that labour and are heavy laden.’” The 
pamphlet takes exception also to state- 
ments like this. “What the missionaries 
need to do now in Africa is to start the 
cooperative system.” “By ‘real’ Chris- 
tianity, I mean Christianity carried out 
in the cooperative movement.” 


Many more quotations can be made, 
but suffice it to say, that the pamphlet 
tries to make very clear that Kagawa’s 
Cooperative Movement, also called the 
“Kingdom of God” movement, is 
dangerous because it puts economic 
aims ahead of spiritual aims. We be- 
lieve there is only one Kingdom of God 
on earth, that defined by Paul in 
Romans 14:17. 


The chapter headline above quoted 
cannot be taken to mean that the writer 
of the pamphlet is opposing the co- 
operative movement as such. In fact, 
almost immediately under this headline, 
the statement is made in the pamphlet, 
“Would it not be perfectly fair for 
Christians to say to Kagawa, ‘We will 
gladly cooperate with you in any 
economic and cooperative enterprise so 
long as it does not conflict with our 
Christian faith and life; we will gladly 
do all we can if you will only set forth 
a program which will not interfere with 
our relation to God’s Word, to Christ, 
and to the building of God’s Kingdom 
through baptizing and teaching, even 
as Christ has commanded.’ ” 


The Word Alone 


It has not been the purpose of the 
writer to enter in upor a full discussion 
of the cooperative movement as such. 
Rather he has felt that there was a 
crying need to warn against teachings 
found in Kagawa’s writing which war 
egainst the soul and against the great 
soul-saving program of Christ. 


It is our humble but earnest faith 


that, after all, the great business of the 
Church today is primarily to cry out 
unceasingly its message of warning and 
admonition against everything that 
conflicts with God’s Word, and to 
preach with all our: power the saving 
gospel. But more than that: It is our 
belief that the Church of Jesus Christ 
has in its spiritual message of sin and 
grace the only power which can bring 
peace again to the troubled hearts of 
men and order out of this present chaos, 


If the preclamation of God’s Word will 
not do this, will anything else avail? 


I leave it to you to judge, and I com- 
mend my cause to God. As before Him, 
I can say, that I have testified solely 
out of concern for our beloved Church 
and the souls of many readers of 
Kagawa’s books. 


My prayer is that more and more 
voices will be raised to cry out in 
solemn warning against every false 
teaching that comes into our midst, no 
matter who may be the author of it. I 
thank and praise God for the privilege 
of making this testimony, of which 
privilege I am so unworthy. 


I pray that He will accept it and use 
it for the building of His Kingdom. To 
Him shall be the glory. We have the 
precious promise that His Word shall 
endure forever. 





The Hope Of The World

HE hope for the world, the 
solution of its problems, is 
not in political conventions, peace 
leagues, peace treaties, or disarm- 
ament conferences. 


There is no permanent hope for hu- 
manity at Geneva, Lausanne, London, 
Paris, Washington, or at any earthly 
place, or in any earthly movement. 


Men may preach peace, talk about 
peace, organize peace societies, and call 
peace conferences, but there can be 
no permanent peace in a world whose 
god is Satan. He who rebelled against 
the Almighty will keep this world in 
strife and turmoil as long as he is 
the “prince of this world.” (John 
14:30). 


The only hope for the solution of 
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this world’s problems is in that “Bless- 
ea hope and glorious appearing of the 
great God and our Saviour Jesus 
Christ.” (Titus 2:18). 


Only the personal return of “this 
same Jesus” Who went up into heaven, 
will banish sin and sorrow, and estab- 
lish justice, equity, and peace in the 
earth.

we do know it will come when Jesus re- 
turns. The Word of God, that is set- 
tled forever in heaven, has so declared.

The ship of civilization is not 
going to sink in five years time, nor 
in fifty years. It is sinking now.” 


Strange words to come from an evo- 
lutionists. He continues: “It’s prac- 
tically all over now. There will be heil 
to pay east of the Suez. The Red flag 
will advance to the Rhine, maybe to 
the Atlantic. Down will come Europe 
in one awful smash! Anarchy will 
seize the doomed United States. Man- 
kind will take to the caves.” 


Has Mr. Wells been reading the 
Bible? Perhaps he has read Isaiah 
2:19: “And they shall go into the holes 
of the rocks, and into the caves of the 
earth, for fear of the Lord, and for 
the glory of his majesty, when he aris- 
eth to shake terribly the earth.” 


Or he may have read Revelation 6:15: 
“And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the 
chief captains, and the mighty men, 
and every bond man, and every free 
man, hid themselves in the dens 
and in the rocks of the mountains; 
and said to the mountains and the rocks, 
Fall on us, and hide us from the face 
of him that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb.” 


A man need not be a prophet to 
recognize the drift of human govern- 
ment. It has always been in the line 
of deterioration. There is no Christian 
government, never has been, and never 
will be, until the Son of God returns to 
sit upon the throne of his father, David 
as King of kings and Lord of lords. 


The sovereignty of this world will 
then become that of our Lord and His 
Christ. (Rev. 11:15). 


But until that day comes there is 
no such thing as righteous government.

God Loves His Banished Children

EXT: “Yet doth he devise 

means, that his banished be 
not expelled from him’. II Samuel 
14:14, 


Nearly the whole of the Old Testa- 
ment history is typical. I mean by that 
that God uses it as a type to set forth 
and to illustrate His wonderful plan of 
salvation. If you have never made a 
special study of the types of the Old 
Testament you would be amazed to see 
what a mine of truth it opens up. 


The text is the key-note in a remark- 
able short story from the life of King 
David of Israel which illustrates the 
plan of salvation. Let me relate the 
story briefly and then use it to illus- 
trate how God saves. 


The Story 
Amnon, one of David’s sons, has com- 
mitted a grievous crime. His brother 
Absalom has slain him for it. Then 
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Absalom was banished from his father’s 
home for having killed his brother. 


The king loved Absalom and grieved 
over his absence. He wanted to bring 
him back home, but he was the king 
and must be just. Joab, David’s faith- 
ful servant, discerns the state of the 
king’s heart, and devises a scheme to 
move David to forgive Absalom and 
bring him home. 


He sends to Tekoah for a _ wise 
woman, and puts the following story in 
her mouth, which she is to tell the King. 

She explains to the king she was a 
widow with two sons. These two boys 
had a quarrel while in the field and one 
killed the other. Then the kinsmen, 
the avengers of blood, demanded the 
death of the remaining son. This was 
in accordance with the law. But the 
widow is heart broken and pleads for 
the life of her boy. 


David is deeply moved and decides to 
save him. Then the wise woman of 
Tekoah adroitly turns the tables and 
applies the story to David himself, with 
respect to his son. The result is that 
David brings Absalom home. The 
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woman, in applying the story to David, 
speaks of God in the words of the text: 
“Yet doth he (God) devise means that 
his banished be not expelled from him”’. 


So I want to speak of God’s Devices 
ior Bringing Home His Banished Chil- 
dren. 


We hear a great deal now-a-days 
about the “universal fatherhood of 
God”. But God is not the Father of all 
men in the same sense. All have lost 
their place in God’s home by sin. We 
must be brought back and forgiven be- 
fore we can be saved. God loves us even 
in our lost condition and has devices for 
bringing us back. Let us examine some 
of them. 


The Blood Atonement 


The first is the blood atonement 
made by Christ. There is a remarkable 
statement in Romans 5:8 which tells us 
that “God commendeth his love towards 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us.” 


While the world was lost in sin, while 
the whole human family was banished 
from the Father’s home, “Christ died 
for us”. The word translated “com- 
mendeth” means “to make conspicuous”. 
Nothing makes God’s love so con- 
spicuous as the fact that while we were 
sinners Christ died for us. 


Now listen to the key-stone text of 
the whole Bible. You have heard it a 
thousand times, but hear it again: John 
8:16, “God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” 


Now listen to the invitation to come 
home, and remember it is for you. “Let 
the wicked forsake his way, and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts; and let 
him return unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him; and to our God 
for he will abundantly pardon.” 


“Come unto me, all ye that labor, and 
are heavy laden, and I wiil give you 
rest”. “And the Spirit and the bride 
say, Come. And let him that is athirst 
come. And whosoever will, let him take 
the water of life freely.” 


Do you ask if the invitation includes 
you? Yes, indeed, it includes all. It even 
included His own apostate people who 
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cried for Him to be crucified. Listen 
how He speaks to them, as He stands 
on the Mount of Olives weeping over 
the city: “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 
which killest the prophets, and stonest 
them that are sent unto thee; how often 
would I have gathered thy children to- 
gether, as a hen doth gather her brood 
under her wings, and ye would not.” 


He was willing, but they were not 
willing. So it is today. He, dear fellow 
sinner, is willing, but you are not will- 
ing. Nothing but your own unyielded 
will stands between you and _ the 
Father’s home. The blood atonement is 
God’s device for bringing you home. 
Will you not yield and come? 


The Indwelling Spirit 


But some one may say, “If I come 
what assurance have I that I will not 
wander away again?” 


Well, God has another device. It is 
the indwelling Spirit. When you yield 
to Christ, and God forgives you because 
of His atoning blood, you become God’s 
child, and God indwells you by His 
Spirit. Listen to this which is written 
‘of all believers: “Know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own? For ye are 
bought with a price.” 


The price God paid for you is the 
blood of His own Son. Having paid such 
a price, do you think God would fail to 
take possession of the property He has 
bought? Do men act so? Do men pay 
an immense sum for property and fail 
to take possession of it? They do not. 
Neither does God. 


Every sinner, brought home by the 
blood, is kept at home by the indwelling 
Spirit. God has both a redeeming device 
and a keeping device. They are the 
blood atonement and the indwelling 
Spirit. 


And God’s device for keeping you is 
a perfect one. No power in earth or hell 
can overcome it. I give you Christ’s own 
word for this. Turn to that wonderful 
tenth chapter of John. Christ is the 
Good Shepherd, Who gave His life for 
the sheep. We become His sheep when 
we voluntarily enter His fold. 


Now hear what He says about His 
sheep: “My sheep hear my voice, and I 
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know them, and they follow me. And I 
give unto them eternal life; and they 
shall never perish, neither shall any 
man pluck them out of my hand. My 
Father, which gave them me, is greater 
than all; and no man is able to pluck 
them out of my Father’s hand”. What 
marvelous power is this that keeps us! 


Jerry McAuley, the river thief, was 
converted in Sing Sing prison. He 
heard about Christ and yielded. Per- 
haps few men have tested the keeping 
power of God as Jerry McAuley did. 
Again and again he fell into sin, but 
God would not let him go. He held him 
in His strong hand until he was trans- 
formed by the indwelling Spirit into 
the image of Christ, and was taken 
home to be forever with the Lord. His 
fame circled the globe, all because of 
the power which only God’s Spirit can 
bring into a human life. 

Now, dear fellow sinner, are you 
afraid to come home to God through 
Christ, for fear you might wander 
away again, and your last state be 
worse than the first? Trust Christ to 
save you; trust Him to keep you. Like 
Paul, be persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which you have committed 
unto him, against that day. . 


Now hear this further word of God: 
“Kept by the power of God through 
faith unto salvation ready to be re- 
vealed in the last time’. Peter was the 
penman who wrote those words. And 
perhaps no man ever had better reason 
to know their beauty and power. He 
had denied his Lord; but the Lord had 
prayed for him and he was _ brought 
back into communion and used for a 
great work. When the Lord arose from 
the dead, and sent word to His disci- 
ples, He added “and Peter”. He did not 
leave Peter out. Trust Him to save you 
and He will never leave you out. 


Providence 


The third device God has for bringing 
home His banished may be described 
by a single word, Providence. 


When by faith you come back and 
your sins are blotted out, and you are 
indwelt by the Holy Spirit and kept by 
the power of God, then everything that 
occurs in your life is for your good. 
After that blessed home-coming noth- 
ing can ever happen to you that is not 
for your good. 


That is brought out in the eighth 
chapter of Romans where we read: 
“And we know that all things work to- 
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gether for good to them that love God, 
to them who are the called according to 
his purpose”. Note that God says “all 
things” not “some things”. You will 
have tribulation, but it will work out 
your good. 


“Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try. 
you, as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you.” Trials are just our 
Father’s wonderful devices for training 
us after we are brought back home. 


Temptation and sin are dreadful 
from the human side, but from God’s 
side in permitting them there is nothing 
strange or dreadful. Out of temptation 
and sin God lifts the glorified saint and 
makes him what He could not make him 
in any other way. 


The story is told of a German baron 
that he made a great aeolean harp by 
stretching wires from tower to tower 
of his great castle. Then he listened for 
the music. But it was summer time and 
the wires hung silent in the calm, still 
air. Autumn came with its gentle 
breezes, and there were faint whispers 
of music. At length the furious winter 
storms swept over the castle, and then 
the harp answered in the most majestic 
music. The human heart is like this

harp. Storms are required to bring out 
its sweetest music. 


Death And The Resurrection 


God’s final device for bringing home 
His banished children is through death 
and the resurrection. Time will not per- 
mit us to develop this point fully, but 
let us consider a few pertinent facts. 


We do not ordinarily look upon death 
as a blessing, but God turns it into a 
blessing for His people. It is through 
death (if Jesus tarries) and the resur- 
rection that we enter into real life. It 
is through death and the resurrection 
that the home-coming of God’s banished 
ones is made complete. It is after death 
and the resurrection that this corrupti- 
ble puts on incorruption, this mortal, 
immortality, and the natural body is 


changed to a glorified spiritual body. 
And now the lost ones, forgiven and 
cleansed, indwelt by the Holy Spirit, re- 
fined as by fire, glorified even in body, 
are at home where, “God shall wipe 
away all tears from their eyes, and 
there shall be no more death, neither 
sorrow, nor crying, neither shall there 
be any more pain, for the former things 
are passed away”. 


I plead with you, my dear unsaved 
friend, to come back home to God. Do 
you ask how you are to come? I can not 
express it better than in the words of 
that hymn we love so much— 


Just as I am, without one plea; 

But that thy blood was shed for me, 
And that thou bidst me ceme to thee, 
O Lamb of God, I come. 


Just as I am thou wilt receive, 

Wilt welcome, pardon, cleanse, relieve; 
Because thy promise I believe, 

O Lamb of God, I come. 








Mass Mania In Bible Lands

66 A HA, even the ancient high 
places are our’s in posses- 
sion.””’ — Ezekiel 36:2. 


This was said of Seir, Idumae, or 
Edom, the race that sprang from Esau. 
Edom was the first-born son of Esau. 


This posterity invaded the Holy Land 
from the south, rejoicing in the posses- 
sion of so rich a country—one flowing 
in milk and honey, which the Children 
of Israel had forfeited because of pro- 
tracted rebellion against God. 


Esau’s third wife was Bashemath, a 
daughter of Ishmael. From this union 
arose a race of fierce retainers, or 
sheikhs, in the courts of Edom. The 
country of Edom lay along the route 
pursued by the Israelites from the 
peninsula of Sinai to Kadesh-Barnea, 
near the east side of the great valley 
of Arabah. The Edomites gradually ex- 
tended their domain westward and 
northward into Palestine. 


In the eighteenth century before 
Christ, the Nabathaeans, a_ powerful 
race which sprang from Nebajoth, the 
first son of Ishmael, began to spread 
westward. In the third century be- 
fore Christ we find them possessors 
of Edom and the southern part of the 
Holy Land; they subsequently founded 
the Arabic kingdom of Petraea. 

Aretas, king of Arabia, was father- 
in-law of Herod Antipas (Matt.14:3,4), 
and it was the same who captured the 
city of Damascus, and held it at the 
time of Paul’s conversion (II Cor. 11: 
82; Acts 9:25). To the Nabathaeans 
belong the credit of those great monu- 


ments of Petra which are still the won- 
der of the world. 


Antipater, an Idumaean by birth, 
became through the friendship of the 
Roman emperor, procurator of all 
Judaea, and his son was Herod the 
Great, “King of the Jews.” 


The Arab inhabitants of the land 
today point back with pride to their 
ancestors — Ishmael and Esau. Mo- 
hammedanism took its root in the soil 
of Arabic-Idumaea, in the sixth cen- 
tury after Christ. It favored the ful- 
filling of the divine forecast rather 
than a reformation of racial spirit. 
“By thy sword shalt thou live.”—Gen. 
27:40. 


By the sword they got Mount Seir; 
by the sword they exterminated the 
Horites; by the sword they battled with 
their Abrahamic brethren of Israel, 
and finally broke their yoke; by their 
sword they won Palestine; by the sword 
20,000 Idumaeans, having been admit- 
ted to the Holy City, filled it with rob- 
bery and bloodshed, and by the sword 
Mohamet made the Crescent to rule 
over the cross in West Asia and North 
Africa. 


From underneath, intensive revolu- 
tionary ideas propagated in Mosiem 
lands, have torn the youthaway from 
all former religious precepts, reviving 
the spirit of “rule by the sword.” 


Communism, working secretly and 
stragetically, has planted the seed of 
internationalism so strongly in the 
heart of the rising generation, that the 
question of race and nationalism has 
suffered all but a total eclipse. 
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The race of Syrians were exiled with 
the Ten Tribes of Israel in the seventh 
century before Christ, but the nor- 
thern part of the Holy Land still re- 
tains the name of that race from Pan- 
dan-Aram which had occupied the Holy 
Land with other races from earliest 
patriarchal times. The racial Syrians 
are gone — but the Arabs who now in- 
habit the land consider themselves 
nationally Syrians. They have dwelt 
in Bible lands so many centuries, have 
considered it their very own by right 
thereof, that they instinctively resent 
interference by races of the West. 


The Balfour decree incited a wail of 
protest at the close of the World War 
that has not subsided to the present 
day. They have been waiting the time 
when they would be strong enough to 
drive out the Jews from Palestine and 
the French from Syria. 


Almost two decades of protests, fre- 
quent riots, and one major revolution 
in Syria has not produced the desired 
end. The nationalistic block demanded 
complete autonomous independence for 
Syria, and a pan-Arabic state for all 
Moslem lands. 


While the Arabs are an impetuous, 
dynamic race, they have shown little 
aptitude for self-government during 
the past centuries. Strong partisan 
feelings dominate, making centralized 
efforts unavailing. The sons of Ish- 
mael fall an easy victim to intrigue, 
although there have been notable ex- 
ceptions among Arab rulers. 


Made a pawn by Turkish Sultans in 
past centuries, the League of Nations 
deemed Syria incapable of self-govern- 
ment, and after the World War both 
Syria and Lebanon were put under the 
tutelage of the French Mandate. 


The population chaffed perpetually. 
The Arab thirst for individualism and 
self-government; his strong racial 
pride; his intense commercial instincts; 
his age-lasting envy of the Israelite 
race, have led him to resist with im- 
placable hostility the establishing of a 
Jewish state in Palestine. 


This feeling is not confined alone to 
the Arabs in Palestine, but is shared by 
Arabs scattered through every country. 
Down through the centuries has come 
the belief that as the land has been in 
their possession from generation to gen- 
eration, so must it remain —that it 
should not be allotted to a people who 
has been outlawed by God and humani- 
ty. 

After recent weeks of more or less 
violent manifestations on the part of 
so-called Nationalists in the principal 
cities of Syria, during which the wound- 
ed numbered hundreds and the fatal- 
ities not a few, the French High Com-

EBRUARY of next year marks the 

centennial of the birth of Dwight 
L. Moody, and calls for such a biogra- 
phy as this, written by a man eminent- 
ly fitted for the task. The tender 
beauty of the narrative will bring tears 
to the eyes and a lump in the throat 
as the reader reverently divines that 
here indeed is holy ground. The style 
is somewhat that of Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress. 

The author and his wife spent 
months in collecting data and in roam- 
ing the New England country which 
was the early home of D. L. Moody. 
They delved into the genealogies to 
find that his ancestors came from Eng- 
land in 1633. 


D. L. was the sixth in a family of 
nine children of an improvident father 
and a wonderful mother. But though 
she was a member of a church she dis- 
approved of her son becoming a preach- 
er, and would not hear him preach 
until after he came to renown. And 
then she was satisfied! 


D. L. went through the usual exper- 
iences of the farm boy of his time. 
His training in spiritual truth was 
almost negligible, his educational ad- 
vantages limited. On his seventeenth 
birthday he left home and headed for 
the “City of Destruction”, Boston, 
where he became a clerk in his uncle’s 
shoe shop. Here, through the medium 
of Edward Kimball, Moody found 
Christ and a fervor for souls that 
never waned. 


At the age of twenty-five the evan- 
gelist married Emma Charlotte Revell, 
who stood with him in his work 
throughout the years, shadowed indeed 
by the greatness of her husband, but 
with a place of her own in the service 
of the Lord. 


He began to study the Bible on his 
knees, and his power grew. He was 
joined by the great evangel of gospel 
music, Ira Sankey, and the church be- 
gan to sing while the world turned 

aside to listen. “Every movement of 
Moody and Sankey, every word utter- 
ed, was read to the ends of the earth.” 
In answer to the question of how they 
did it, Moody said: “God hath chosen 
the weak things of the world to con- 
found the mighty, that no flesh sheuld 
glory in his presence. Let us take 
our place in the dust and give God the 
glory!” 

Through grim necessity he was 
forced to become an educator, for he 
saw the folly of the education of Chris- 
tian young people in schools taught by 
enemies of the Lord. 


As life progressed his Christian out- 
put increased. But though the inward 


man be renewed day by day, the out- 
ward man must fail, and on December 
22, 1899, he arrived at the Gates of 
Glory.

THE LAST FIRST. By Paul Hutch- 
ens.

$1.00. 


PRECAUEE of illness the author of 
this book was compelled to leave 
his ministry of evangelism, but his 
love for Christ and men led him to a 
ministry of the pen. Giving to the world 
a type of stories intended to counter- 
act the evil of modern fiction, he has 
become the most popular Christian 
novelist in this Country. 


In “The Last First’ Mr. Hutchens 
deals with the problem that confronts 
the young Christian in attendance at 
a college supposed to be a training 
school for preachers, yet so saturated 
with Modernism that he loses his 
faith and tries to escape from it all. 
He leaves his own name behind, and 
as Carleton Graves buries his dead 
faith and rushes west to find a place 
where he can start a new life.

T is a well known fact that most of 

our knowledge comes through the 
medium of the eye, so that a truth 
illustrated by a drawing, gains the 
attention and is better retained in 
memory. 


For more than twenty years Dr. 
Pace has been the leading religious 
cartoonist of the United States, and 
this book is a collection of some of 
his choicest drawings, presenting a 
continuity of thought in which Jesus 
is shown as the Savior of man. 


The complete title of the book is,

LIFTING THE LATCH TO GOD’S 
BOOK HOUSE. By C. D. Wendel. Pub- 
lished by Wm. B. Eerdmans Publishing 
Company. Pages 122. Price $1.00. 


O many books have been written 
\/ about the Bible that the tendency is 
strong to neglect the Book itself. Yet 
occasionally a great book is produced 
which serves to inspire in the reader a 
deeper desire to know the Book of 
books better. Such a one is this beauti- 
fully written panoramic view of the 
tremendous scope and richness of the 
entiré Bible, so clear and concise that a 
child may understand, yet with a style 
that will hold the interest of the adult. 


The author asks us to think of the 
Bible as a great library building, con- 
sisting of two wings in which the books 
become rooms, the chapters shelves, and 
the verses files, 


Then we start on a tour of the build. 
ing to examine a few of the valuable 
records available in each room. 


Mr. Wendel hopes that the synoptical 
account of each room’s contents will 
serve to create a desire to seek for hid- 
den gems, and to show that books which 
some might consider dry and uninter- 
esting are in reality lush with good 
things. 

In the erection of this Two-Winged 
house which is a library filled with 


facts of law, history, genealogy, 
ethnology, ethics, prophecy, science, 
hygiene, poetry, political economy, 


choice literature, and redemption, many 
men from every class and grade have 
worked, and sixteen centuries were re- 
quired for its completion. The Master 
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Architect is God, and the completed 
edifice belongs to the King. The corrod- 
ing hand of Time has not injured it, and 


never will, because its builder has said:. 


“Heaven and earth shall pass away, but 
my word shall not pass away”, and it 
is His abode where He may be found by 
all who seek Him. 


The author divides the building ar- 
rangement into a number of suites. At 
the portal we find a suite of five rooms 
the Pentateuch, and over the door the 
inscription, “Chamber of Law and 
Justice”, 


Following the winding of the Scarlet 
Thread of prophecy through this section 
we enter the Historical suite of twelve 
rooms, each with its own special name, 
such as the “Conquest Room” or Joshua, 
the “Magistrate Room” or Judges, and 
containing the books of History. 


Next we step into a five room apart- 
ment containing the ‘“Calisthenics 
Room” or book of Job, which is a 
spiritual gymnasium. Here also is the 
“Music Hall” of Psalms, and three other 
rooms containing choice literature. 


The Scarlet Thread is very much in 
“evidence in these rooms, becoming even 
more so as we enter the next two 
suites, the Major and the Minor Pro- 
phets. 


Leaving the last of these rooms we 
pass through a long corridor, represent- 
ing four hundred years of silence in 
which no books were written, and enter 
the New Wing, with its first suite of five 
rooms, the Gospels and Acts. Here we 
find the “Kingdom Room” of Matthew; 
the “Service Room” of Mark; the “Ex- 
ample Room” of Luke; the “Incarna- 
tion Room” of John; and the. “Mani- 
festation Room” of Acts. The Scarlet 
Thread is manifested here in fulfill- 
ment, as well as in the next suite of 
twenty-one rooms making up the “Cor- 
respondence Department”, or _ the 
Epistles. 


The final thrill of our tour of God’s 
Book House is experienced when we 
ascend the stairs to the Dome which 
towers high above the other sixty-five 
rooms. Here are arranged magnificent 
pictures of “the things which thou 
sawest; the things which are; and the 
things which must shortly come to 
pass”. We remember that the Scarlet 
Thread was fastened to the third shelf 
in the room of beginnings, Genesis, and 
see that the other end is tied to shelf 
Twelve in the Dome wherein the age 
long tragedy of the garden is brought 
to a close with the announcement. “And 
the great dragon was cast out, that old 
serpent which is called the Devil, and 
Satan, which deceiveth the whole world 
....and they overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb”. 


This is a truly wonderful book!

missioner M. de Martel promised the 
demonstrators his influence in inducing 
France to respond to their insistent 
clamour for complete independence. 


In the latter part of March the High 
Commissioner, M. de Martel departed 
for France to present his report of con- 
ditions in Syria and to advise granting 
independence to Syria on a basis pre- 
cisely as that granted by Great Britain 
to Iraq. This would mean, of course 
the perfecting of a provisionai treaty 








between France and Syria. 


Leaders of the Nationalist Block, ac- 
companied by carefully selected politi- 
cal experts, following in the wake of 
M. de Martel, arrived in France and 
were officially received as a delegation 
through which the Government could 
logically accept negotiations. 


Hostile demonstrations gave way to 
excessive demonstrations of joy, as 
though independence was now an as- 
sured fact. The suffering public be- 
lieved that stores and shops would now 
reopen to remain, and traffic resume 
its normal course. 


The real menace now reared its head 
defiantly. The Nationalist demonstra- 
tions had given it birth. It was hydra- 
headed, monstrous. 


A half dozen ultra-nationalist groups 


each began to assert its respective 
claim for independence. Each clamor- 
ed loudly for recognition. Each claim- 


ed to be the leading faction — the rul- 
ing power. Invectives and missles were 
hurled. Metal gates to shops were 
closed with startling bangs. Frantic 
citizens ran _ pell-mell through the 
streets to their homes. To see Damas- 
cus once in its frenzy is never to be 
forgotten. 


But this madness was not without its 
method. An entirely new party com- 
posed of students grew with startling 
rapidity. It issued a defiant manifesto 
repudiating the majority of the Na- 
tionalist leaders; repudiating the ne- 
gotiations at Paris; repudiating the 
French High Commission and the pro- 
visional Syrian Government; denounc- 
ing the police, gendarmerie and the 
militia, and declaring that they had no 
need for any of these, as the Young 
Party was already formed into a de- 
facto government with an organized 
army. 


Up-to-the-minute radio news of ne- 
gotiations going on in Paris acted on 
this spectre empire like sparks on high 
explosives. Other cities and villages in 
Syria contorted to the same grotesque 
rythm. The counter revolutionaries in 
Damascus pitched their voices into a 
high banal minor that completely 
drowned out the plaintive chants of the 
Muezzins. 


By the 7th of April the Patriotic 
Youth movement had solidly formed 
under the title of “Iron Shirts” and is- 
sued the statutes of the organization 
consisting of 19 articles which reveal 
the dictatorial nature of the movement. 
Adherents are obliged to dress in shirts 
and pantaloons the color of gray iron. 
This organization has already utilized 
gross instruments of torture, assert the 
Damascus press, to coerce their pals in- 
to submission. 


This Iron Shirt movement is an inter- 
coalition combination which aims_ to 
either usurp the fruit of Nationalist 
agitation or demolish its power. During 
the past two months of demonstration, 
uniformed Red Shirts (Stalin), Black 
Shirts (Mussolini), Brown Shirts (Hit- 
ler), Blue Shirts (Francistes), Green 
Shirts (Nahas Pasha), have almost dai- 
ly and nightly paraded the streets in 
spectacular array. The ‘Tron Shirts 
complete the series. 

The Nationalist Block matured 
among men of ripened political ex- 
perience who enjoyed the confidence of 
the major portion of the Arabic popu- 


lation. These had come upon fame 
through successfully holding positions 
of trust in the government; they had 
no Utopian ideas of statehood, but as a 
race they desired independence, and 
they wished to prove to the nations at 
large that they were worthy of recogni- 
tion as a nation among nations. 


‘They were not particularly afflicted 
with mania, and they did not “see red” 
or any other predominant color. They 
merely set the ball rolling, not realiz- 
ing exactly what it would gather nor 
what an avalanche it would precipitate 
upon the state. 


_ When the tide of disorder began to 
rise, the national spirit of non-Arabic 
countries, seething ever underneath the 
politics of the Near East, and suing 
for its future glory, began to assert its 
presence and take form. It is a strik- 
ing example of what internationalism 
intends to do with this country — the 
land of the Bible — before the collapse 
of Armageddon and the deposition of 
Antichrist. 

Arms of the international Iron Shirts 
reach into Mediterranean countries of 
Asia and Africa and across Syria’s 
hinterland, through Iraq and Persia in- 
to India — only under other names. It 
defines itself as dictatorial in character 
and decidedly militaristic. 


The leading French daily in Damas- 
cus, Les Echos, stated that the Iron 
Shirt militant organization was given 
to frenzied excesses, and added: “The 
formidable army of students in gray 
uniform has produced a_ noticeable 
eruption in the administration and in 
the journalistic fraternity. Unless there 
can be some means of controlling the 
situation, it is likely to keep the schools 
and the places of business closed. The 
students refuse to arbitrate for the 
good of the country and the nation. The 
Iron Shirts have established their own 
state and they utilize this coersive 
‘canalizer’ to their own profit. The Iron 
Shirts have lately framed their ad- 
vances similar to the famous ‘march 
on Rome’.” 

At the conclusion of a long article in 
the same strain, Les Echos adds: “Who 
is the veritable COMMANDER of this 
formidable army — for Syria a _ real 
and apparent peril?” 

This journal is but asking the ques- 
tion that millions are anxiously asking 
ever this country. Let us. hark back 
to the first weeks in March when the 
press of Syria and Lebanon announced 
the arrival of a group of Jesuit priests 
in Damascus on a secret mission re- 
specting the Nationalist demonstration 
for independence. No doubt the editor 
of Les Echos had forgotten the circum- 
stance, but he was led to say in the 
article above alluded to that “the ma- 
terialization of the Iron Shirt empire 
threatens the social and political life of 
the country.” 

It is not difficult to understand that 
when extraordinary. ambitions for na- 
tional independence and solidarity are 
jostled out of shape by hob-nailed inter- 
nationalism, that the garments under- 
— the shirts of gray are decidedly 
red. 

It takes that peculiar preternatural_ 
jugglery performed by the clever Mos- 
cow-trained agents, under the direction 
of the Illuminati, to camouflage the 
shirts of various colors so that they 
appear as solid gray — a single pale 
hue — a sinister color (Rev. 6:8).

HRISTIANS always speak affection- 

ately of the Bereans because it is 
said of them: “These were more noble 
than those of Thessalonica, in that they 
received the word with all readiness of 
mind, and searched the Scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so.” (Acts 
17:11) 


Timothy soon joined Silas to help 
with the work, at which time Paul de- 
parted for Athens. 

It was my good fortune to make this 
identical trip from Salonika to Berea 
some months ago. I shall never for- 
get the experience! 

Leaving Salonika, by the 
same route that Paul and Sil-

The preaching of Paul and Silas 
caused a riot among the Jews of Thes- 
salonica (the modern Salonika). Conse- 
quently, “lewd fellows of the baser 
sort” were organized into a mob, and 
the two evangelists had tc seek seclu- 
sion in the home of a devout man 
named Jason. 


Under cover of darkness, they fled 
for their lives to Berea—a town located 
some forty miles away. 


Paul and Silas, with their faithful 
escorts, no doubt made this trip on the 
backs of donkeys exactly like thousands 
of Greek people travel today. 


Arriving in Berea, they went immedi- 
ately to the synagogue and began ex- 
pounding the Old Testament Scriptures, 
proving that the death and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ were prophecied therein. 


The Jews of Berea were entirely dif- 
ferent from those of Thessalonica, in 
that they listened with eagerness to all 
that was told them. The great contrast 
between the two communities brought 
real encouragement to the preach- 
ers. 





as departed, we passed 
through a broad, open space 
called “golden gate”. This was 
the ancient entrance to the 
city from the south. 


Traveling down the narrow 
road in a Ford automobile, we 
saw scores of shepherds, each 
with a crook in his hands, 
watching their flocks cf sheep. 


This territory was_ the 
ancient Macedonia; today it 
is of course embodied in 
modern Greece. In many re- 
spects the customs of the peo- 
ple are the same as they were 
at the time of Paul. 


Berea is nestled away in a 
little pocket between moun- 
tains, much of the city being 
spread out on slopes and hill- 
sides. As we approached its 
picturesque outskirts, we were 
obliged to pause while a drove 
of perhaps fifty hogs crossed 
the road. 


It is not easy for persons 
living in our newly built, 
western world, to form an ade- 
quate mental picture of an 
ancient community like Berea. 





has almost moved from one planet to 
another. 


The streets are narrow and gloomy— 
so narrow in many places that even ox- 
carts can not get through. Five Moham- 
medan mosaues lift their towering 
heads above the other buildings of the 
community. The city boasts about 
twenty thousand population at the 
present time. 


Although the Christian religion, as 
Paul taught it, is practically unknown 
in Berea today, yet anybody you meet 
can take you to the two large stones, 
carefully guarded by an iron fence, on 
which the three evangelists are sup- 
posed to have stood when they preached 
the Gospel there nineteen hundred years 
ago. 


I was, of course, anxious to visit the 
Jewish Ghetto because Acts 18:10 says 
that as soon as Paul and Silas reached 
Berea they “went into the synagogue”. 


About one hundred feet from the en- 
trance of the Ghetto, where a narrow, 
winding passage-way begins, I was 
shown a very old spring. It is not un- 





reasonable tc suppose that Paul may 
have often quenched his thirst at this 
place. 


Next, we walked through a dark, dis- 
mal cobblestone street which wound its 
way between dirty huts and hovels, to 
an open space above a deep ravine 
where the Jewish synagogue stands. 


I made careful inquiry and discov-red 
that in all the history of Berea there 
has been only one Ghetto and one 
synagogue. I knew, therefore, that I 
was standing on the very spot where 
the three faithful New Testament 
evangelists had stood. 


I stepped into the synagogue with 
the firm conviction that Paul had 
preached at that place! 


The building has been remodeled 
from time to time, through the cen- 
turies, but the site remains the same. 


Standing there that day, I thought of 
the great family of Defender Readers 
back in the United States, and wished 
that everyone might see what I was 
seeing, and feel the thrill which at that 
time came to my soul. This being im- 
possible, the only thing I could do was 
bring back a photograph of the famous 
place of Jewish worship where the 
great Apostle preached—

Cuba's Call

HEN thinking of Cuba which is 
truly the “back door neighbor” of 
the United States some perhaps will 
wonder “Why go there?” The Island 


lies only 90 miles south of our most, 


southern city. Jesus said, “Love thy 


neighbor as thyself.” 


Cuba has a population of four mil- 
lion, a large percentage of which have 
never attended a Gospel service and 
knows nothing of the plan of salvation. 


Many do not even so much as know 
that the Bible exists. Some have even 
asked if it were some new style of 
dress or the name of some new auto- 
mobile! A little girl, 13 years of age, 
writing to us through the radio work 
said we could send her Bible either by 
express or freight. She had no idea of 
its size. 





Cuba is truly the land of “benighted 
souls”, witchcraft, Brujos, spiritualism 
ete. 


The Brujos believe that to eat the 
live heart of a child and to drink its 
blood will ward off evil spirits and heal 
diseases. On several occasions the 
Brujos have tried to get our children. 
One night while we were sleeping they 
threw something like chloroform on us, 
and only a miracle saved our precious 
little girl. 


For over two years a group of young 
men, Alejandro Marquez as, leader, fol- 
lowed us in our tent evangelism from 
place to place, doing everything possi- 
ble to destroy our work. 


On one occasion 18 ruffians came 
armed with the intention of killing me. 
They fired one shot which just missed 


the top of my head. On another oc- 
casion they came with the express pur- 
pose of killing our little daughter, 
Doris. They set the tent on fire several 
times, and threw broken bottles and 
stones at us dozens of times. 


Finally one night, the climax came 
when the leader, Alejandro Marquez, 
secretary of the young Communists of 
Havana, came with the same group to 
destroy and burn everything and put an 
end to us. When he raised his hand to 
throw a bomb at me, he fell over as 
dead. 

We sang “Power in the Blood” and 
asked how many believed it. We prayed 
and asked God to deliver him from 
Satan and to save his soul. Within a 
few minutes he regained consciousness 
and asked to address the audience, a re- 
quest which we at once granted. 


He begged his comrades not to con- 
tinue in their plan, that he now KNEW 
there was a God and that He was ALL 
POWERFUL. We dealt with him con- 
cerning matters pertaining to salvation, 
and gave him a New Testament. He was 
thoroughly. convinced that night but 
was not converted. The follow- 
ing night as he entered the tent he 
began weeping and pleading with God 
to forgive him for. his awful sinful life. 


He finally testified that night before 
an audience of over 500, which included 
the police captain of his precinct, eight 
police on duty and several soldiers, 
telling all about the many things he had 
previously done against us and the 
work. Praise God, the Holy Spirit still 
transforms lives! Alejandro now works 
just as hard and as fearlessly for 
Christ as he once did against Him. 

I would like to say that Mrs. Pain 
and I appreciate more than words can 
tell, the interest which the Defenders 
Movement has taken in our efforts for 
the Lord and Master.
